THE RED FLAG. 
DETAILS OF THE EXECUTION. 

| . Special Cable. 

‘Loxpox, April 16-—fhe following ad- 
ditione} details of the exeeution of the Nibil- 
ists have been received: The execution took 
place at 9 o’clock on Friday morning, on 
Simonofsky Plain, the same spot on which 
Molodetsky was executed. The scaffold was 
a rough wooden structure, painted black, 
consisting of a high platform, upon which 
were three posts, each with a chain and 
manaeles, and one long horizontal beam, 
with lron rings for ropes, supported by two 
perpendicular posts. In front was a low 
platform for the officials. The large 
plain around was covered with snow 
and ice, which was melting in 
the warm sunshine. By 8 o’clock many 
thousands of people had collected around the 
plain and swarmed in the various streets 
leading to it. 

TEN THOUSAND TROOPS 

kept them back and formed two squares 
around the gallows. First were the Cos- 
sacks, with couched lances, and then detach- 
ments of the Guards. The infantry was 
- massed in deep colums, leaving one side of 

tlie inner square open for the passage of 
the condemned prisoners and escort. 

THE CORTEGE 

entered the eastern side of the plain a few 
minutes before 9 o’clock, having passed 
through some of the principal streets 
on the way from the fortress. 
The condemned criminals were seated high 


in the centre of two-wheeled platforms, 


tightly strapped to iron rods, with their 
backs towards the horses, and having on 
their breasts large car is with the words, 
“Tsareenbdiest!”’ or murderers of the 
Car r' in black and white. Surrounding 
them was a strong escort of Cossacks and 
infantry, with drums and fifes playing a 
lively tune, and preceded by mounted 
gendarmes. The condemned persons were 
dressed in black and wore a sort of black 
hood covering their heads and shoulders. 
On the first tumbril sat 
| ROUSSOKOF AND JELIAHOFF, 

both of whose features were nearly con- 
cealed by heavy hoods. Jeliahoff’s dark, 
piercing eyes seemed to shine with even in- 
tensified brilliancy and defiance as he looked 
on the scene around him. On the second 
tumbril were seated Kibaltschitisch, Sophie 
Pieoffsky, and Michailoff, the woman occu- 
pying the middie seat. Of these three the 
features of Sophie Pieoffsky were alone dis- 
tinetiy visible, her extraordinarily high and 
broad forehead being unshrouded by the 
hood. Her slightly-flushed face betokened 
great mental excitement, but there was no 
sign either of fear or remorse. Gen. Becan-

were waiting under the scaffold. The con- 
demned were unbound and led up the steps. 
With the exception of Roussokoff, who seemed 
very feeble, all showed remarkable firmness 
and resignation. Sophie Pieoffsky appeared 
the calmest of all the five prisoners. They 
were then placed in front of the three posts, 
with their heads bare, the woman being in 
the middie. While the Clerk of the Senate 
reed the sentences the civilians uncovered 
and the officers saluted. During this formal-

mounted the scaffuld and presented the cross, 
which ali the condemned reverently kissed. 
The. prisoners were allowed to kiss each 
other, and a word or two passed between 
them, but the beating of the drums, which 
now began and lasted until the execution was 
: wned every other sound. The 
prisoners were then placed under the beam, 
Eagh prisoner’s head was covered with a 
white hood, attached to a kind of sack. 
Each one, begivning with Roussakoff, was 
led to the top of a smal! stool with steps, the 
tope was drawn around one of the support- 
ing beams, and the culprit was left to 
strangle. by the stool being withdrawn from 
under, All remained firm and impertur- 
buble until the lastmoment. Roussakoff alone

DEATH IN TEN HOURS. 
CONSTANTINOPLE, April 16.—Advices from 
Bagdad state that the ravages of the plague 
are terrible, though not extending beyond 
the sanitary cordon. Four thousand inhab- 
itants have quitted Nedjed. and encamped 
in salubrious localities, Nedjedand Djuhara 
were burnt on the 8th inst. The disease be- 
came virulent, the afflicted dying in ten 
hours after being attacked. 


THE EARTUQUAKE. 
DETAILED ACCOUNT OF THE LOSS. 

Loox Dbox, April 16.—The correspondent of 
the Tynes at Scio says:

ABOUT 50,000 PEOPLE ARE CAMPED 
in the southern half of the island with 
nothing but what they have on their backs. 
Progress hasbeen made towards systematizing 
the relief organization. The people are fur- 
ther demoralized by the preaching of a fool- 
ish Greek priest, who warns them all to flee, 
as the island is about to be completely swal- 
lowed up.

GREAT BRITAIN, 
THE TUNIS DIFFICULTY 
Special Oadlie. 

LONDON, April 16.—The Tunis affair causes 
friction; but Italy will seek her reyenge in 
divlomacy rather than in war. The relations 
of Lord Salisbury’s volley, his Sc cret assur- 
ances to Minister Waddingten on the 
one hand and to the Bey on the 
other, compromise seriously that gen- 
tleman’s reputation. Not only do

NOTES. 
THE INTERNATIONAL BANK. 

Special Dispatch to The Chicago Jribune. 
Wasuineron, D. C., April 16.—The attor- 
neys for the International Bank had a long 
argument before the Commissioner of Inter- 
nal Revenue this afternoon. The Commis- 
sioner closely questioned them as to some of 
the points of their brief, and in the course of 
the hearing it was disclosed that there are 
some sharp issues of fact between the bank 
and Collector Harvey. The bank claims, in 
a number of instances, that the Collector has 
assessed double taxes, particularly in the ac- 
counts from which certified checks have been 
taken. One is cited in which the bank 
claims that a large amount was assessed in 
the original deposit account and assessed 
again by an additional certified check to the 
deposit account, as if it were a new sum. 
The attorneys do not state these facts of 
their own knowledge, Gut affirm that they 
are so advised by the bank. The Commis- 
sioner of Internal-Revenue is reported as 
finding it very difficult to admit that clear- 
ing-house checks, which constitute so large 
a part of the taxable amount, should be de- 
ducted. Gen. Raum will telegraph to Col- 
lector Harvey for information as tothe dis- 
puted issues of fact. It may be some days 
before a decision will be rendered.

THE CROPS. 

The Commissioner of Agriculture ex- 
presses the opinion that the winter-wheat 
crop has been badly damaged by the severity 
of the past winter, especially where the 
ground is badly drained. He says, from per- 
sonal observation in several Western States, 
he is convinced that the crop has suffered 
greatly, and that the best of it will be set 
baek some time. It is ascertained from con- 
versations at the Department that the back- 
wardness of the spring will not work nearly 
as much harm to fruit-trees as has been an- 
ticipated. No regular reports from regular 
correspondents will be received until June, 
There are many rumors of damage to grape- 
vines, especially in the Northern States, but 
such rumors are customary this timeof year, 
the damage as a rule being greath magnified. 
From outside reports fears are entertained 
that great damaze has been done to peach- 
trees, and: that the crop will be very small 
next summer and autumn. The Statistician 
of the Agricultural Department is of the 
opinion that the number of hogs and sheep 
in the country is far heavier than was esti- 
mated. 

PENSION CLERKS. 

Several of the new clerks appointed to 

2.000 positions in the Pension Office have 
been found incompetent to perform the du- 
ties devolving upon the clerks of this class, 
and have been assigned to mailing circulars 
with ladies drawing $60 a month. 

RED-TAPE EVILS. 

A letter from the United States Consul at 
Matamoras, Mexico, giving the Treasury De- 
partment notice of the shipment from that 
port to the United States of acargo of rags 
infected with small-pox, reached the Treas- 
ury Departwent just four months after be- 
ing written, owing to its passing through so 
many hands and being subject to red-tape 
regulations.

Syndic.

IN view of “present difficulties and future 
daugers Greece has consented to accept 
the terms made for her with Turkey by the 
Powers, always provided that there is no un- 
necessary delay on the part of Turkey in 
giving up the territory which it had prom- 
isedMto cede. Greece is thankful to the Pow- 
ers, but intimates that it hopes to have 
further occasion to thank them for taking 
into consideration the condition and circum- 
stances of the Greek subjects of the Porte. 
This is the substance and tone of the Greek 
note. There has been much noise about this 
matter but very little — Greece. 

THE Senatorial caucus which decreed the 
“deadlock” was run by half a dozen mem- 
bers who bullied the others. False reasons 
were given for the adoption of the resolution 
that no more nominations sent in by the 
President should be acted upon until the 
Democrats surrendered the clerkships, door- 
keepers, and clouak-room waiters, and until 
Gorham and Riddleberger were installed in 
office. The pretense alleged for this resolu- 
tion was that it would result in breaking up 
the Bourbon party in the South if Riddle- 
berger, Readjuster, was made Sergeant-at- 
Arms. The bulk of the Senators swallowed 
this absurd and puerile idea, and have acted 


on it for a month or more, refusing to con- | 


firm any of the President’s nominees until 
the Democrats first consent to the election of 
Riddieberger, Readjuster. As it is a matter 
of indifference to the Democrats whether any 
of Garfield’s nominees are ever confirmed, 
they refuse to agree to the election of Ma- 
hone's man for Sergeant-at-Arms. But tlie 
wheel within a wheel in the Republican cau- 
cus was Lord Roscoe, who is opposed to the 
contirmation of Judge Robertson as Collector 
of New York. He saw that, if the Senate 
acted, Robertson would be confirmed by a 
large majority. The only way he eould stop 
his confirmation was to prevent the Senate 
from going in‘e executive session to act upon 
appointments, and to keep the Senate from 
going into executive session he got up the 
scheme to torce the election of Senate clerks, 
doorkeepers, spittoou-cleaners, apple-women, 
ete., at “this extra session, and before any 
mare appointinents of the President were 
acted upon. He started the absurd idea that 
the election of Riddleberger in advance of 
all other business was the only thing 
necessary to smash the Solid South,“ 
and that. if a single executive ses- 
sion of the Senate were held before this 
was done, the Solid South could not be 
smashed! It is this weak invention that the 
New York “ Boss” has palmed off on such 
of the public as were simple-miuded enough 
to swallowit. Since the middle of March he 
has maintained the Senatorial deadlock, 
stopped all business, and prevented the con- 
firmation not only ef Judge Robertson, but of 
250 other appointees of the President. Such 
is the true inwardness of the whole matter.

EASTER DAY. 

Unless all signs at the present writing— 
miduight—fail, the devout and undevout peo- 
ple of this city will enjoy a bright and genial 
Easter Sunday to-day, and, to verify the Irish 
legend, the sun should dance in the sky this 
morning. It will add to the joyousness of 
the day that it is the first balmy and genial 
Sunday we have had vouchsafed to us since 
last October. The first breathings of spring 
are here, and for the first time the grass be- 
gins to look green and the buds to swell, 
though ruins of snow-moundsare still in our 
streets, and Lake Michigan is tightly locked 
with ice as far as the eye can see. The 
flowers with which our churches will be pro- 
fusely decorated will not seem much out of 
place, and the Easter anthems and hymns 
will be sung with fresh zest, now that we are 
safely out from under the avalanches of snow 
that have been hurled dewn upon us ever 
since the first week of last November.

It isa long, long time to another Lent, but 
the opening is an auspicious one, not only, at 
home, but the world over, for all the world is 
at peace, and no war or rumorof war troubles 
the quiet peace of the Sabbath morving, fitly 
typified by the white dove and the Easter 
lilies. The doors of Vanity Fair are again 
wide open, and the musicians are lustily 
beating their drums and blowing their trump- 
ets. The windows are full of gay colors, and 
curiosity, sensation, humbug, and truth vie 
with each other to attract the motley crowd 
that throngs into the show. Between now 
and the time when the doors are closed again 
there will be many a comedy and many a 
tragedy, but. unmindful of either, the great 
crowd presses on, buying and selling, laugh- 
ing and weeping, hoping and despairing, 
praising and cursing, eating and drinking, 
singing and dancing, living and dying, mindful 
alone of the pleasure or profit of the passing 
hour. 


ALL WARS OFF. 

For the first time in many years there is not 
a war in the world, nor an immediate pros- 
peet of war, which is a circumstance emi- 
nently befitting the joyous Eastertide. After 
two years of conventions, commissions, arbi- 
trations, negotiations, underbldding, and 
haggling, which almost seems ridiculous, the 
Powers have pinned the Porte down to an 
actual proposition of what it is willing to 
give Greece: and, after Nonsiderable pressure 
from the Powers, Greece has consented to 
take it, and the Powers have contracted to 
warrant the delivery. Thus all prospect of 
war between Greece and Turkey, which 
might have dragged the other Powers into 
it, is off, and for a time the Eastern 
Question will remain quiet,—at least until 
soine of the other administrative reforms to 
be made, both in the European and Asiatic 
provinces of Turkey, and which are pro- 
vided for in the Treaty of Berlin, come up 
for consideration. By this settlement Greece 
gets the whole of Thessaly as far north as 
Mount Olympus and the portion of Epirus 
east of the River Arta, which is just about 
two-thirds of what Greece claimed under the 
Treaty of Berlin. 

The acquisition contains more good agri- 
cultural land than in all Greece besides, 
which is very mountainous and much 
barren. Considering that Greece 
did not take any part in the Russo-Turkish 
war, she has been treated very handsomely, 
while upon economical principles itis better 
to take two-thirds of the loaf than none at 
all. Lord Beaconsfield, when in power, de- 
clared that Greece was “‘a very interesting 
country that can afford to wait.“ She has 
already been well paid for her waiting, and 
if she Keeps on waiting may get still more, 
for it is only a question of time how soon 
Turkey will reach her final dissolution. The 
much-talked-of Turco-Grecian war may 
therefore be considered as off the table. 
England is inan equally happy condition. 
The new Land-Reform bill will prove a 
panacea, when amended, if it passes—until 
some new trouble comes up. lier wars in 
Afghanistan are over, and by her evacuation 
the of Candahar—Cabu! was left some time 
ago—Afshan factions are free to fight out 
their own battles. The Basutos in South 
Africa have capitulated, and a treaty 
of peace has been signed with the Boers of 
the Transvaal. So England will celebrate 
her Easter at peace with every one. The 
only trouble Franee has on hand, her petty

is only a flash in the pan, and is already dying 
out. Russia and China have settled up their 
Kuldja quarrel by a treaty which is mutually 
satisfactory. The Turcoman war is over, 
and the gallant Skobeleff, whose capture of 
Geok-Tepe was one of the most brilliant ac- 
tions of modern times. has retired. Fri- 
day morning Russia strung up her Nihilistic 
conspirators, and will remain quiet until the 
bomb-throwers resume opera ions. China 
and Japan have settled up, for a time at 
least, the Loo-Chuo controversy. Chili and 
Peru have completed their peace negotiations, 
and, altho the terms whieh the former 
has imposed upon the latter are outrageously 
exacting, and are almost tantamount to the 
denationalization of Peru, she has accepted 
them hopefully and courageously, and has res- 
olutely set to work to get on her feet again. 
Spain and Portugal havesettled their internal 
difficulties dy upsetting the old Ministries and 
substituting new ones. Italy has followed 
suit, and by dissolving her war Cabinet has 
avoided hostile complications with France. 
In our own borders peace prevails, and the 
uttermost isles of the sea are all resting 
quietly. Thus peace extends from one end 
of the world to the other, and all peoples may 
celebrate Easter with no thought of war's 
alarms to disturb them. What another 
Easter may witness time only.can tell, but 
this Easter at least is a memorable one. 


THE RAILROADS BUILD THE VIA- 
DUCTS! 

The City Council having failed to pass, 
over the Mayor's veto, the appropriation of 
$200,000 cash funds out of the Treasury for 
viaducts, the question of the future construc- 
tion of such viaducts beeomes one of vital 
importance. It is one which cannot be de- 
layed much longer with safety to the public 
interests. 

There are several points involved in this 
matter which may as well de determined 
now and finally, because for the next ten 
years the construction of viaducts will be 
one of the most extensive and costly improve- 
ments which public necessity can demand 
in thiscity. There are certain districts of 
the city which have become almost impass- 
able to public travel because of the perils to 
life which threaten every person and team 
which undertakes to pass over a crossing. 

‘The most important point attending the 
construction of these roadways is, Who is to 
construct and pay for these improvements: 
and who is to bear the cost of maintaining 
them ? 

The streets are public highways, free to 
the whole public. They are public thor- 
oughfares which cannot be closed, or their 
free travel interrupted by any ordinance of 
the city giving any person or corporation the 
right of crossing to the exclusion of others. 
The Council has at various times granted to 
the railways the right of crossing these 
streets, but has never vacated these streets, 
nor granted the railway any privileges in 
consistent with the free use of the crossings 
to the general public. Any obstruction to the 
free use of the streets is a public nuisance, 
not a nuisance requiring to be ascertained 
and defined by a court of law, but one simply 
demanding the formal declaration by the City 
Council, and one which may be summarily 
abated by the city authority. 

The railroad companies let into the city 
previous to 1872 refuse to build these via- 
ducts; they persist in the use of the streets 
‘and street-crossings, and put the city and the 
public at defiance. It now remains for the 
Mayor and City Council to take such action 
as may be necessary to abate the dangerous 
nuisance of railroad travel by steam at all 
the street-crossings within the business por- 
tion of the city not crossed by viaducts. Sev- 
eral of the railroads are under an express 
contract to build these viaducts when re- 
quired by the City Council, and all of 
them are under an implied contract 
to the same effect; and al! are subject to 
the police laws and regulations established 
by law for the protection of public safety. On 
this question of the power of a city to de- 


which 
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clare what is required for public safety the 
Supreme Court of Illinois recently delivered 
a very clear and atie decision. The 
City Council of Springfield had by ordinance 
prohibited the erection or repeiring of build- 
ings of wooden or other combustible ma- 
terials. This power was denied to the city, 
and the case being taken to the Supreme 
Court of this State, there was a general dec- 
laration of law on the subject of nujsances 
which has a direct bearing on this question 
of viaducts. The case was King vs. Bazil 
Davenport, decided in January, 1881, (Ilead 
notes of decision in Chicago Legal Adver- 
tiser, April 12.) The Court decides: 


1, OnpINANCE— Power to prevent the erection and 
repair of buildings of combustible material. The 
delegation of legisiativ © power toacity to pro- 
hibit the erection. placing. or repolring uf wooden 
buildings within limits preseri d by ordinance, 
without permission, and to direct and prescribe 
that all buildings within the limits prescribed 
shull be made or constructed of fre- proof ma- 
terials, and generally to detine and deciare what 
shali be nu:sancea, and to uuthorize and direct the 
summary abatement thereof, to., is within the 
competency of legisiauve power, and autborizes 
the passage of an ordinauce probibiting the 
erection or repairing of au bulk within the 
fire-limits, witb combust. ble materials, and pro- 
viding for the summary abatement or removal 
of the same. 

2. NuIsANCRB— What may he interdicted in pop- 
u/ous towns or cities. Unwholesome trades, 
sinughter-bouses, operations offensive to the 
senses, the deposit of powder, the application of 
sicam-power to propel cure, the building with 
combustible materials, and the byrmal of the 
dead, may be prohibited in the midst of dense 
musses Of population, on the general principie 
that every person ought to so use bis property 
as nottoinjure bis neighbor. and that private 
rights must — tu the general interests of 
the community. 

. SAME—Summary abatement without previous 
trial by jury. As the summary adatement of 
nuisances is a remedy which has ever existed in 
the law, its exercise cannot be regarded as in 
conflict with constitutional provisions for the 
protection of the r.ghts of private property and 
giving atrial by jury, Format legal proevedings 
and trial by jury are not appropriate, and huve 
never been used iu such cases. 

4. The lawmak ug power is the sole judge 
when the necessity exists for summary abate- 
ment of public nuisances, and when, if at all, it 
will exercige the right to enuct such laws, but 
the epactment must be a rexsonable police — 
u iauon. made ia good faith, for ne public — 


The power of the city to remove obstrue- 
tions from, and to prevent the obstruction of, 
street cross ngs at all points not protected by 
viaducts, is as clear and distinct as is the 
power to prohibit combustible wooden build 
ings within the city limits; and the power of 
the city to declare the use of steam at all 
railroad crossings not protected by viaducts 
a public nuisance is as clear as is the power 
to declare and abate any other nuisance. 
And this power to abate such nuisances by 
the summary action of the city officers is as- 


serted by the Court to be beyond all econtro- | 


versy. 

Now, if the City Counoil really wants via- 
ducts and approaches, let them by ordinance 
and without delay declare that the use of 


steam on certain railways, at specified cross- | 


ings, is a nuisance, dangerous to life, and 


preventive of the free use of the public | 


streets; and reguiring the railways using 
those crossings to give bond to erect and 
maintain viaducts and approaches over such 
crossings within a specified time, or, in case 
of failure, imposing a penalty each time 
the crossing is so used by any train 
propelled by steam. If the Council is 
in earnest wanting viaducts, let it take 
the proper and direct measures to com- 
pel the roads using the street-crossings to 


abandon the use of steam or build the pro- 


tection needed by the public. The people are 
entitled to a safe and unobstructed crossing 
of their streets. The ruilroads make the nul- 
sance, 
their own expense. It is troublesome enough 
for the people to go over viaducis, dragging 


lug to build them.

It has not been 


demonstrated to our knowledge that the | 
bacteria in the air of the sewer or closet pipe 


constitute the germs of disease which the 
Sewer-gas certanly contains. 
spores in the common atmospheric air, 
exeept at the very highest altitude. 
human beings breathe con- 
stantly; whether the germs of the sewer 
air are poisonous, or whether the 
process of fermentation can be arrested in 
the manner prescribed, or whether, in such 
case, the cause of disease is removed from 
the gases of the sewer, has not, we think, 
been sufficiently determined. 

There are two conditions about sewer-gas, 
however, which may be regarded as settled. 
The first is that the gas is poisonous, and the 
second is that the gas can be driven out of 
the house by a system of ventilation, assisted 
by a proper construction of house-pipes and 
frequent overhauling and cleansing thereof, 

Every person who owns a house, large or 
small, whether for renting or living pur- 
poses, is able to provide it with the best 
known means of ridding it of sewer-gas, and 
it is the bounden duty of every houseowner 
to do this. In the construction of new 
houses it is almost a crime against life and 
health to neglect the adoption of the best 
system of projection against sewer-poisoh. 
Some menengh principles may be laid down, 
the details of which can be carried out by 
any first-class plumber. 

l. The pipe connecting the street-sewer 
with the drainage system of the house should 
not only be ample, but should be laid at an 
incline from the house, instead of at a level, 
which has been the practice. 

2. There should be abundant appliances 
for ventilating the house-pipes. The best 
system for doing this seems to be to run a 
ventilating pipe through the roof, with a

It is well known, however, that many peo- 
ple, either froin a habit of procrastination, or 
from ignorance and indifference, or under a 
false sense of economy, neglect to take the 
ordinary and obvious precautions against the 
sewer-breeding of iliness and disease. It is 
for this reason that a thorough system of 
public inspection is necessary to the cause of 
publie health. No such system has been in 
vogue in this city in the past, because the 
publie authorities have claimed that there 
was no authority of law, and they were not 
willing to assume any, for entering private 
houses and inspecting the condition of the 
drainage. There are measures under way to 
cure this defect in the law. A bill is pending 
in the Legislature to confer upon mupici-

10,000 houses in this city that ought to be vis- 
ited and overhauled, ‘Phe expense in each 
instance will be small, but the changes that 


shall thus be made will be of incalculable 


benefit in the way of arresting disease and 
promoting good health, 
— 
THE POLICE AND FIRE BOARD. 

The city is again threatened with one of 
the worst possible changes that can be made 
in a municipal government, and that is a re- 
turn to the miserable old system of Board“ 
government, to the extent of placing the Po- 
lice and Fire Departments under the control 
of a Board of Commissioners. The Mayor 
of the city is the only proper officér who 
should be intrusted with the executive au- 
thority. He is responsible to the city, and 
should have all power needed to exercise full 
authority over all the appointed subordinates 
of the Government. There can be no proper 
responsibility in a government where the 
executive power and control is divided be 


tween irresvonsible Boards, composed, as is 


inevicable, of irresponsible men. Such Boards 
are but provisions for the nursing of 
corruption, and the demoralization of the 
force which may be placed under their con- 
trol. This new law provides that the new 
Board shall consist of three Aldermen of 
the citv, thus creating three additional act-

A WOMAN LYNCHED. 
CHARLESTON, S. C., April 14.—A dispatch 
to the News and Courier gives the particu- 
lars of the lynching or Judy Metts, a colored 
woman, at Martin’s Depot, Laurens County, 
on the 9th inst. It states that on Sunday 
night, the 3d inst., the barn of Mr. J. S. Bla- 
lock, at Martin’s Depot, was set on fire and 
durned. The barn was near the dwelling- 
house, so near that the inference was that it 
was the purpose of the incendiary to burn 
the dwelling also. Mr. Blalock made inves- 
tigations which satistied him that the incen- 
diary was anegro woman named Judy Metts, 
living on his place. On Saturday, the 9th 
inst., he went to Trial Justice N. S. Harris, 
at Clinton, and swore out a warrant against 
the woman. The Trial Justice placed the war- 
rant in the hands of Constable Samuel Gary, 
who arrested Judy Metts about 8 o’clock on 
Saturday night and started with her to Clin- 
on. Two miles above Martin’s Depot and 
ppposit Mr. H. M. Hunter’s a party of men 
on horseback overtook the Constable and his 
ner. The party were disguised, having 
cloth over their faces, with eyeholes to see 
through. Some of the party took charge of 
the Constabie and others took the prisoner, 
and they carried thei off in different direc- 
tions. The Constable says that he was kept 
about an hour and was then told to “git,” 
which he S did without delay, 
ing to Clinton. The woman was found 
the next morning about 200 yards from 
where the lynchers took her, hanging by the 
neck toa tree about twenty feet from the 
ground. She was cut down on Sunday. The 
Coroner’s inquest on Monday returned a 
verdict that she came to her death by hang- 
ing at the hands ot persons unknown to the 
jury. She was buried on Monday by the 
colored. ple. Nothing has been done, so 
far as I have heard, to discover the lynchers. 


The woman leaves a husband and children. | 


The same woman was accused two years ago 
of byrning the dwelling-house of a Mr. Simp- 
son, but she was never tried for it. 


A MURDEROUS LOVER.

A SINGULAR SUIT. 


A Daughter Sues Her Mother for Money 
Left Her by a Lover Whe Perished on 
the IIl-Fated Steamer Evening Star.

PHILADELPHIA,, Pa., April 16.—A love 
story with a life-insurance premium as the 
sequel of the loss of the lover’s life at sea 
was told by witnesses in a Philadelphia 
court to-day. In 1866 John Truro, a young 
man, was paying attention to a girl named 

Anna Wright, who lived with her mother in 

this city. Truro found it necessary to go to 

New Orleans, and he took passage from New 

York in the ill-fated steamer Evening Star, 

which went to the bottom of the sea off the 

Florida coast, with the loss of nearly every 

soulon board. Before departing for New 

Orleans, however, Truro took out an acci- 

dent policy of $10,000 in the North American 

Transit Insurance Company, which at that 

time had an office on Walnut street. The 

policy only cost ‘Truro $10, and he had it 
made payable to Miss Wright, to whom he 
gave it before his departure for the Southern 
city. He was never afterward heard of. The 
young lady sought to collect the money, but 
the Insurance Company resisted, on the 
ground that there were no proper proofs that 

Truro had perished, as some of the passen- 

gers and crew of the Evening Star had 

been picked up. Miss Wright's lau- 
ver, Henry R. Edmunds, heard that 

Truro and one of the officers of the 

Evening Star had been seen clinging to a 

spa, and that the officers had been saved. 

But he was unable to find the man. Time 

drifted on until the summer of 1867, when 

Mr. Edmunds was traveling in Europe. He 

had landed at Havre, and was whiling away 

a little time, loitering about the quays in that 

port, when he saw aman approaching, 

smoking acigar. Mr. Edinunds pulled out 

a cigar and asked the stranger in French for 

a light. The man acquiesced in broken 

French, when Mr. Edmunds dropped that 

language and tried the man in English, 

which the stranger spoke fluently. They 

chatted a while, when Mr. Edmunds, from a 

remark dropped, was astounded to find that 

this was the very person he had been looking 
forsolong. Further questioning brought out 
the fact that this identical person was the 
companion of Truro, on the broken spar 
of the Evening Star, and he told how they 
had floated for hours clinging to that forlorn 
hope, when Truro, exhausted by hunger, 
thirst, and exposure, had fainted and gone to 
the bottom. The lawyer held his peace and 
ascertained that stranger was an Officer 
on a ship at that moment lying in Havre, 
bound for New York. He kept watch of the 
matter, and when the ship arrived in New 

York the officer was subpenaed, his testi- 

mony taken, the missing link restored, and 

presently the money was collected from the 

Insurance Company. Not all of it, how- 

ever, for the Company gave up 

the ghost. Deducting the expenses and 
fees, the sum netted $2,000, Mich was 
duly paid to Miss Wright, now, however, 

Mrs. Davenport, for she had in the interim 

married a baker named Davenport, and the 

couple are now living at Fortieth ‘and 

Market streets. Mrs. Davenport, it appears, 

gave the money to her mother for safekeep- 

ing, and that is the last she saw of it. She 
says that her mother, after repeated de- 
mands, refused to return it, and finally she 
was obliged to bring suit, and this was what 
brought the parties into Judge Biddle’s 
court.

IRELAND AND AMERICA. 


Views of a Dublin Commercial Man 
Regarding the Business Outlook in 
the Two Countries. 

Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune, 
MILWAUKBE, Wis., April 16.—J. M. Kearns, 


ot the firm of Kearns & Crocker, Fleet street, 


Dublin, heavy commission men, now on a 
short visit to Milwaukee, was interviewed 
by Tue TRIBUNE correspondent to-night. 
His former residence in the United States 
enables him to judge more correctly the 
status of the commercial affairs of this coun- 
try as compared with that of Ireland at the 
time he sailed for America. Thus far his 
observations have satisfied him of a steady 
and sound condition of business in the 
United States, and the prospects of a 
steady improvement as soon as navi 
gation on the great chain of lakes 
is resumed. As to affairs in Ireland, he con- 
firmed the expression that the agitation there 
between landholders and tenantry had in a 
measure been detrimental to the business 
interests of that country. Speculation is at 
an ebb there. and will so remain until the 
vexed questions are settled. The reserve of 
the moneyed circles is as it has been in the 
United States during certain critical periods, 
and as it was on the eve of the late Presi- 
dential election, when it was feared thata 
political change would involve a change in 
the financial policy of the Government, It 
was no sooner settied here that the financial 
policy of the past Administration would be 
continued than speculation was resumed, and, 
should the land question in Ireland be satis- 
factorily adjusted, the same brightening of 
business would ensue there. Mr. Kearns de- 
clared that the excitement incident to the 
land question is far below the degree of in- 
tensity the people of the United States, and 
of other countries, may imagine from the 
highly-colored reports by the newspaper cor- 
respondents. The bill of Mr. Gladstone, he 
thought, would allay the ill-feeling between 
the landlord and tenant, if it reaily covered 
the three main claims of the tenantry, But 
he feared a closer consideration of the states- 
man’s measure would disclose modificayons 
that would in part defeat the object of the 
Land-bill reforms.

Men May Oome and Men May Go, but 
These Pensions Go On Forever.

Lonpon, Eng., April 1.—After Easter an 
opportunity will be afforded Mr. Bradlaugh 
of again bringing on his motion for an in- 
quiry into perpetual pensions. Upto datea 
thousand petitions from all parts of the 
Kingdom, bearing over 250,000 signatures, 
have been laid betore the House in favor of 
it. These petitions represent that some of 
the perpetual pensions are not only uncon- 
nected with any service to the State, but 
were originally granted to individuals whose 
conduct was the reverse of meritorious; and 
they conclude by asking the House, in effect, 
to stop the payment of all such pensions. 
Mr. Bradlaugh will probably get the inquiry 
he asks for, but I think no considerable body 
of legislators in the House will incline to 
grant the concluding prayer of the petitions, 
because some pensions have changed hands 
repeatedly, and are now claimed by persons 
who have bought them for cash, and at the 
enhanced rate of investments guaranteed by 
the State. An inquiry might have good re- 
sults, however; for, although pensions are 
no longer bestowed in perpetuity, an obvious 
way to get rid of those that remain is by re- 
demption; and this, on terms favorable to 
the State, a Parliamentary inquiry would be 
likely to promote.

SHOCK THE TAXPAYING PUBLIC. 

It has been said, for example, that if the 
principal moneys paid for pensions and com- 
pensations to the Dukes of Richmond and 
Grafton had been invested at compound in- 
terest they would now amount to a sum far 
exceeding the whole of the British nationa 
debt. It appears, also, that the heirs of the 
Duke of Marlborough have received the sum 


of £680,000 in the cuurse of 170 years; while 


in a period scarcely greater the heirs of a 
forgotten Dutchman, the Duke of Schom- 
berg, who was shot at the battle of the 
Boyne by his own troops, have drawn out of 
the public treasury nearly £750,000.

MAKING PROVISION FOR DEADHEADS, 
But, of all the varieties of deadhead for 
which the Dead Hand is responsible, the kind 
that vegetates on perpetual pension has least 
to say for itself. Of course these pensions 
are not all indefensible in the same degree. 
One star differeth from another in glory, and 
Admiral Nelson from a Royal bastard; but 
the chiefly deplorable thing is, that Nelsons 
are rare in the milky-way of pensioners. He- 
roes did not furnish the common run of our 
national deadheads, and few perpetual pen- 
sions can boast so honorable an origin as 
public service. Generally it was some Prince 
who wished to reward a favorit,—of course 
with other people’s money; or else a King 
who took upon himself the aggrandizement 
ofa “natural” son, leaving his subjects to 
provide for the more “artificial” conse- 
quences of wedlock. So a new tax was in- 
vented, or one more sinecure created, for the 
occasion; and, if the tax hadafterwards tobe 
repealed or the sinecure abolished, the fa- 
vored person was compensated under letters 
patent by a 1 2 annuity charged on the 
Consolidated Fund. In this way Charles II. 
always mighty kind to these his bastard 
children,“ as Pepys assures us and all the 
world knows, granted to his natural ” son, 
Henry Fitzroy, first Duke of Gratton, tne

THE DUKE OF RICHMOND

a duty of one shilling per chaldron on coals 
shipped out of the Tyne for home consump- 
tion; which duty had originally been the 
free gift of the people of Newcastle to Queen 
Elizabeth, but which by this transfer was 
made a permanent burden on the nation. 
This duty on Newcastle coals was brought 
back from the Duke of Richmond by the 
Treasury in 17990 in exchange for a 
perpetual annuity of £19,000, which, being 
transferred to the Consolidated Fund, was 
afterwards invested in land in five different 
counties ot England Scotland, extend- 
ing to nearly 300,000 acres in all. Yet, no 
louger ago than 1837, five daughters of the 
then Duke had to be placed on the pension- 
list for £200 a year each, on the ground that 
no provision had been made for them by 
their father, the possessor of this great and 
rich territory, acquired in the way I have 
related. Facts like these need little com- 
ment; they have but to be known.

STATE STREET, 
NOT QUITE REFORMED yer, 

A reporter took astrol! up State street last 
evening tur the purpose of seeing whetber or 
not the police bad made a successful attempt to 
shut down on the dagu-shoups, suloons, and con- 
cert-halls that line the west side of that thor- 
ougbfure. The wild weawmer seemed to bring 
out a large cruwd, and the sidewaik was ren- 
dered almost impassable. The majority of those 
on the street were young men, whose chief aim 
appeared to be to spend their week's sajaries in 
riotous living, and it was plain to be seen that 
their edor ts in that direcUoD Were meeting witn 
success. 

Taking the west side of the street the reporter 
stacted vp his tour south from Madison street, 
In the tirst two blocks uo less than twenty 
sireei-walikers were seen boldly soliciting pa- 
trunage from the male pussers-by, aud the dark 
dvorways of the stores adorded couceaiment for 
these women whenever a blué-coat loowed up 
in the distance. Dropping into a saloon the re- 
porter suw three young men, apparently the 
sons of wealthy fathers, leanug against the bar 
and souking dee tor “ua Quartier a corner.“ 
Every few minutes the throw would go for the 
dvinks, and the young fellows were evidently 
priming themscivestor anoightoftit. Their mouey 
wus if pluin sigbt on the bar and the gentlemanly 
burkeeper wus tuking good Care that the till re- 
ceived u good spare of it. 

On bis return the reporter looked into the 
“back parlors’ of several of the daugu-sbhops. 
Here were seen young giris, seurcely out of their 
teens, hubnubbing over their beer with boys 
upon whose tac uo razor or patent beard elixir 
could make an impression. ‘wo-tpirds of these 
young ones were baif seas Over, or, as a denizen 
ot oue of the plaves remarked, up to the neck.“ 
The lguur sold in these places is villaln- 
ous, and its effect is correspondingly bad. 

The greatest crowds congregmed in the 8o0- 
calied * theatres” and concert saloons, attracted 
by the blure of a brass band, the sound of 
cracked voices, and the brillant ligats. Young 
clerks mingled with women of the lowest class, 
and bought beer and whieky for them at thei 
Own solicitation. The liquor was passed aroun 
in the audience by waiters, iu one piace 
four of the eight waiters were recognized as 
thieves. They watch their. opportunity to re- 
lieve unsuspecting visitors their valuables, 
and if their visitors are drunk the loss is uot 
discovered until the xt murning, 
so they are comparatively safe aguinst 
detection. ut the very worsvteature of these 
concert- alis is the “ green-rgom.’” Here it is 
that the serio-comics and balladists meet the 
“young bloods” of the audience and carouse 
with them until they dave spent all their mouey. 
Then they are ushered into the open air by oue 
of the attuchés of the place.

A LEOTURE ON LOCAL SELF-GOVERNMENT. 

A meeting of the Philosuphicul Society was 
held in the club-ruom of the Palmer House last 
might, the atteudunce bemg very fair and tne 
discussions being both entertaining and in- 
structive. The question discussed was, Does 
Local Self-Goverumeut Resuit in che best Gov- 
ernment?” in the first place, Mr. L. L. 


Bond read a paper on the question, which 
Was only claimed to be suggestive, rather than 
as u finished essay or logical argument. 

Mr. Bond believed that lucal seif-government 
resuited in the best governmeat becuuse it was 
the most natural, because it fostered and en- 
couraged individual freedom and character, be- 
Cuuse it develuped seif-reliauce, veciuse it was 
au educator of people, and because it raised 
the average grade of imnieiligeuve and 
was the safest. When a 
to run a wachine that he 
be had more contideuce in it and was vot afraid 
of it. The same rule applied tothe question of 
government. If the people. bad no voice in it 
they became indifferent tothe government or 
an euemy to it, so that local seif-government 
was sufest for itself and for the people. Where 
peo pie nad no voice in theGuoverument theysome- 
times showed their enmity toward it by thruow- 
ing bombs, but where they did huve a voice in it 
they vented their dissatisfacdos in passing reso- 
luuoans. it Was more naturul, too, that the people 
of any community better understood their own 
needs than an outsider. If Ireland had been 
allowed to govern berself more she would not 
now be luvolved in ber present difficulties. As 
to the matter uf the Government absurbing the 
railroads and telegraph, Mr. Bond thought that 
such a move would result in tbe degradation of 
the men connected with the institutions 
from independent citizens and business- meu to 
tawning placeseekers, and would havea tend- 
eucy to demoratize the people. This would sug- 
gest the question as to why politics becaine cor- 

‘rupted, his wus not the fault of the system.of 
government, but because so many citizens re- 
mained ind. Herent in the matter of choosing of- 
ficers. The man who did pot vote only acknowl- 
edgod that he was satisfied with things as they 
were, 

Various criticisms followed the paper. It was

BASTARDY. 


JUDGE HAWES OPPOSED TO PERPRBTUAL IMPRIS- 
OSMENT. 

Judge Hawes yesterday morning rendered a 
decision in the habeas corpus case of Mike 
Bramsfeid, un is in jail for failure togive bond 
to maintain an illegitimate child, of which he 
had been found to be the father. He based his 
application for release on the ground that he 
wae unable to give the bond. etc., and siace the 
gene ig a rure one the decision is of some inter- 

The Court said he was called upon to deter- 
mine whether the defendant ina bastardy pro- 
ceeding who had been duly committed for fail- 
ing to give the statutory bond wired in such 
cases could be discbarged from imprisonment 
upon a writ of habeas Gorpus, when it appeared 
to the satisfaction of the Court that the defend- 
unt was wholly unabie to comply with the order. 

re Wus no express provision for discharge in 

case Of luability, and. as far as the Court koew, 

— Supreme Court had cot passed on the ques- 
on. 

His Honor went on to quote authorities to 
show that releases could not be had under such 
circumstances, but be thought the doctrine was 
harsh, ill.beral. and iron-bound. The effect of 
the law was that a poor man might be im- 

risgned for lite not, for ann crime recogo 

¥ a criminal code, but because of his inability 
to do that which be was absolutely unable to do. 
Suct was not the intention of the Legislature, 
and, the Court thougbt, not, the true construcuon 
of the statute. Parties guilty of fornication 
and open adultery couid be indicted and pun- 
ished. Busturdy proceedings were not embraced 
in the criminul code. The statute on this mat- 
ter was separate and distinct. The object was 
not punisbmont, for immoral conduct was im- 
plied only on the part of one person, but for the 
protection of the people against the imposition 
of a burden in the support of iilegitimate chil- 
dren. It this was true, then the imprisoument 
wus punishinent, and a burden was imposed on 
the peuple in his support. The punishment was 
al the sume time cruel and unusual. 

It would by no means be a forced construc- 
tion to bold that the Bastard act was itself un- 
constitutional. After quoting from numerous 
authorities, he held hat, While he could not sub- 
ject the defendant to interminable imprison- 
ment. he could hold bim a reasonable time. 
which he thought would be ninety days. This 
would give him time to show whether be could 
give bond or nat. and if it turned out that be 
could not be would discharge him at the end of 
aged yo on bis own recognizance. The prisou- 
er \ remanded. 

After passing upon this case, the Court passed 
upon of a man named Davidson. who was in 
jail for basiardy. but had not given bail, nor 
bad a trial. He based his application on the 
fuct that he was uaabie to give bail. etc., and it 
was bed Lhat the bubeas corpus act did not ap- 
ply. He. too, was remanded.

EZAST-BOUND FREIGHT BUSINESS. 
The reduction of grain rates to the East 
April 1, and again April II, has had the ef- 
fect of stimulating this business to such an 
extent as to prove the correetness of the 
arguments heretofore made, that low rates 
do not necessarily imply reduced earnings, 
but the railroads make up for what they lose 
on rates in increased tonnage. ‘The increvse 
in east-bound grain shipments during the 
last week when the 25-cent rate was first ap- 
plied amounts to no less than 16,822 tons. The 
total grain shipments for the week previous 
only amounted te 25,359 tons. This should 
teach the Eastern roads the lesson that it is 
to their interest to maintain as low freight 
rates as possible, as they make more 
money by pursuing such a course 
than*by maintaining high and proscriptive 
tates. The present grain rates on the basis 
9f 25 cents per 100 pounds, Chicago to New 
York, are 5 cents lower than the lowest 
rate that prevailed at any time during last 
wmmmer. It is quite certain that no advance 
will be made again during the summer, 
while astill further reduction may become 
pecessary. It is generally conceded thata 
Bent rate on grain is not too high duri 
the summer season, and will give the rail- 
roads a fair proportion of the business going 
East. no matter how energetic the lake com- 
tition may become, yet the temper among 
various roads is such that the least — 
peation may bring on a fight that will bring 
rates down to unprofitable figures. Every 
effort is being made by mmissioner 
Fink and the trunk line Presidents

We have now in our possession two ex- 
pense bills of goods shipped in March last 
to a party in Council Bluffs, Ia., where half 
the quantity from Chicago cost more than 
double the amount from Peoria, second- 
class freight; or, in other words, the rate 
from Peoria is 30 cents and from Chicago 70 
cents—40 cents per 100 pounds 1 favor ot 
Peoria against Chicago, Is this justice to 
Chicago, after all her Iiberality to railroads 
in the past? She has permitted them to 
enter her city from all directions almost to 
the business centre, and now we find she is 
left out, compared with St. Louis and 
Peoria, as a one horse station, whereas in the 
past twenty years she has been of more 
value as a shipp point to all railroads cen- 
tering here than St. Louis, Peoria, and all 
intermediate poihts combined. 

Can anything be done, or are the mer- 
chants of Chicago generally aware of this 
unjust discrimination against her interests, 
or must they tamely submit to it? 

The time was when all roads running west 
or southwest from Chicago carried all classes

MINNEAPPOLIS & ST. LOUIS. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 

Sr. Paul, Minn., April 16.—The Minne- 
apolis & St. Louis Railway Company expect 
to very materially extend their lines this sea- 
son by the construction of 175 miles of new 
road. In preparation for the proposed ex- 
tension the Hon. W. D. Washburn, President 
of the Company, states that he has already 
purchased 10,000 tons of iron Mils. all of 
which will arrive as rapidly as they are 
needed in the work of construction. Of the 
projected extensions, 125 to 240 miles will be on 
the new line via Excelsior and Lake Minne- 
tonka, with the westerly boundary line ot the 
State as its objective point. Thie precise local- 
ity has not pet been named, but the line will 
penetrate the great wheat belt. This line 
will cross the Hastings & Dakota at or near 
Norwood, and the Minnesota River near 
Beaver Falls or Redwood Falls, probably. 
The line is not definitly located beyond the 
river, and ithas not yet been decided whether 
it will cross the Winona & St. Peter at Mar- 
shalltown or north of point. This line 
will be laid with steel rails) The grades are 
easy, andit will be first-class in every re- 
spect. The Iowa lige south from Fort Dodge 
will also be extended forty or fifty miles 
from its present terminus, with a view to 
reaching additional coal-fields. Thirty miles 
of this last-named extension are already un- 
der contract to Messrs. Henry & Batch, and 
will be completed by the Ist of August. 
Messrs. Henry & Batch have also taken a 
contract for constructing 100 miles of the ex- 
tension toward the westerly line of the State, 
which they will have fully completed early 
in September. The balance of the proposed 
work is not yet under contract, but soon will 
be, and the entire work will be finished and 
the cars running thereon before the snow 
flies. 

AGAIN OPEN TO TRAINS. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune 

Sr. Pau, Minn., April 16.—At 2 o’clock 
this afternoon the snow-shovelers on the line 
of the Sioux City Road completed their work. 
At that hour the track was clear of ice and 
snow from St. Paul to Sioux City. Soon aft- 
erwards a train left the latter place and made 
connections with No. 4, that had been de- 
layed there since two weeks ago Friday. 
The 3:40 train that left St. Paul yesterday 
afternoon was ordered to lay over at St. 
James last night, but will go through to 
Sioux City to-day. The road officials will 
first move fuel and provisions in preference to 
any other freight, which will consume several 
days of time. While this is being done on 
the main tracks, the show-shovelers will be 
at work upon sidings that are stiil under the 
snow and ice. Probably the line will not 
be ready to move heavy freights with alac- 
rity and dispatch for a wéek or ten days, as 
much work is to be done yet in finishing up. 
No night passenger-trains will run beyond 
St. James for a few days. The road has 
qeen closed practically all the time since the 
ist of February.

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RAILROAD POOLS. 
The Anti-Monopoly League Begins 
Agitating the Subject. 


A Pointed and Stirring Address to the 
Railway Commissioners. 


Charges that Violations of the Law Have 
Been Shamefully Overlooked. 


Two Hundred Million Dollars Extorted An- 
‘nually from the People by Pools. 


To the Ratlway and Warehouse Commis- 


sioners of of the State of IUinois—GENTLE- 
MEN: Your attention is respectfully called 
to the abuses caused by the pools formed by 
the railroad companies in this State for home 
traffic, as well as for the carriage of east and 
west bound freight. By these pools the rates 
have been in many cases advanced from 15 
to 300 per cent. For example, the rates on 
grain from Chicago to New York, which in 
1876 were 12 cents per hundred, were raised 
to 35 cents. In the Hepburn investigation at 
Albany it was proved by experts that a large 
profit could be made by charging 20 cents. 
The same rates are fixed by these pools for 
carriage over all the pooling roads, while it 
is well known that a rate which is rea- 
sonable for carriage 
of the company having the longer haul 

heavier grades, and greater cost will be un- 
reasonable over another road of shorter haul, 
lighter grades, and less cost.

The burdens unjustly imposea upon our 


commerce every year by the east-bound pool 


alone has been estimated by no less an au- 
thority than our Secretary of the Treasury, 
Mr. Windom, at more than two hundred 
millions of dollars. Accepting even the 
criticisms and figures of Messrs. Fink, Stan- 
ford, and Jewett, chosen advocates of the 
railroads, we can plainly see that a large 
share of the advance which has occurred 
since 1877 in the market value of the stocks 
of these railroad companies, and which ex- 
ceeds five hundred millions of dollars, is made 
up of sums taken in plain violation 
of law, and chiefly by the agency of these 
pools, out of the pockets of our people. By 
pools, competition is destroyed, and during 
their continuance a perpetual and dreary 


monopoly is established: rates arearbitrary ; 
raised and lowered not with reference to 


cost or the lawss of supply and demand, but 


at the mere will and caprice of the Pool Com- 
missioner. 

During the administration of the majority 
of your Commission, this unchecked abuse has 
become the established system; and railroad 
companies are now engaged in extending it, 
and are devising plans to pool the entire 
business between the Missippi and Missouri 
Rivers, atid even the Pacific Coast on the 
west and Liverpool and other European 


ports on the east. Jay Gould pro- 
ses to interest himself in the 
usiness of the Mississippi River, and 
in transportation via the Gulf. 


In this event, with proper monopolies in 


Steamboat lines upon our great lakes, com- 


petition by the water routes will be at an 
end; and then Mr. Pool-Commissioner Fink 
can fix what rates he pleases, in summer as 
well as in winter. When these pools were 
being first formed in 1877 our citizens com- 
plained to your Commission, and you called 
upon Attorney-General Edsall for his opin- 
ion. He answered you that, if the rates 
fixed by the pools were unjust or unreason- 
able, the companies engaged in them were 
guilty of extortion. The punishments for 
extortion fixed by our statutes are by fines; 
but they can be inflicted only through suits 
instituted by you, No suits have been in- 
stituted; various reasons may be—have 
been—assigned for this; but we desire again 
to call your attention to these notorious abuses 
and ask you to bring the suits which you 
alone can bring to punish their authors. 
Prompt action on your part will save our 
people a daily loss of perhaps millions. 

The railroad companies of New York have 
not yet suffered that State to create a Rail- 
way Commission even upon the onerous 
terms that they shall name the Commission- 
ers! So in the absence of a National 
Commission your tribunal is to-day perhaps

and guardians of the public interests, not to 
enforce the law is to connive at its violation. 
A policy of inaction is a policy of license; it 
is to decide for the criminals; to say to these 
railroad trustees in possession ot our public 
highways, “Sap the public resources and 
bleed the public purse at your will.“ 

Our people canpot, and as individuals 
ought not, to be driven to take the law 
against these mighty monopolies. 

tis now about one month since you were 
confirmed,—confirmed in spite of charges of 
omissions of duty against a majority of your 
Board,—and coufirmed upon solemn prom- 
ises of activity and efficiency in the perform- 
ance of your duty which should have borne 
instant fruit. 

This fresh delay has cost the State, for 
which you are the trustees, many millions 
of dollars. 

The quarrel for the momentof the com- 
panies forming the east-bound pool, due to 
the yet unsuppressed competition of the Mis- 


| sissippi route, furnishes you a favorable op- 


portunity to break it up. Will you do it? 

What do you lack to enable you to act 
efficiently and successfully? Is the law im- 
perfect? Ik so, why do you not at once ask 
that it de amended,—while the Legislature 
is in session,—whilethe McWilliams bill for 
the suppression of pools is still pending, al- 
though temporarily defeated? Have you 
pointed out the defects, prepared a proper 
bill, or given the Legislature the 5 
on the subject which they have the right to 
demand ? 

Is your delay due to the want of mone 
which the Legislature fails to provide, an 
have you made due representation to the 
Legislature of the necessity and importanee 
of putting down these pools? Have you ad- 
vised Goy. Cullom and reported to him the 
magnitude and character of these abuses ex- 
isting in the great public interests put in 

our charge.—the enormous losses to the pub- 
ic involved in this delay to bring these crim- 
inals to justice ? 

Why, gentlemen, vou know that they 
dwarf in magnitude the amount supposed to 


be at stake in the Funding bill,—that was but 
ten millions in all.—this is two hundred 
millions a year; that was of sufficient im- 


portance to cause deep public concern—to 
lead to messages by the President—appeals 
by the Secretary of the Treasury—excited 
debates in Congress; and an extra session to 
save this ten millions was only .avoided by 
the discovery ot another expedient by which 
it was saved. 

What have you done to express your con- 
cern at this tenfold greater loss of the 
moneys of the public,—this imperial tribute 
of two hundred millions levied yearly by 
these great through iines upona continent; 
levied upon the commerce of you own State 
by pools destrojing competition and creat- 


ing extortions which you alone have 
the machinery to stop? How is it 
that you deny the public the re- 


lief which is within your power? Are you 
acting upon advice? Mose advice? And 
what is that advice? A you acting upon 
advice which is withheld from the public, 
and is in eonflict with that given you by the 
Attorney-General? If you say these gi- 
gantic pools which concern traffic which 
stops or starts outside ot this State is be- 
youd your power, and is guly to be dealt 
with by a National Commission, where is 
your authority for tais position? And why 
do you preserve the same policy of inaction 
as to those pools which only concern home 
traftic, and are undeniably within your juris- 
diction? If you are acting, not upon advice, 
but upon the real promptings of the urgency 
of party, or of the private interests of some 
man or corporation, disaster will come, 

itis with deep concern that the people 
note that the railroad companies which tram-. 
ple upon the law you should enforce, used 
all their influence at Springfieid to secure the 
recent confirmation of the majority of your 
Board. 

The friends and champions of that con- 
firmation are the special opponents of all 
legislation to give increased efficiency to this 
law: the committee is the tomb of all such 
legislation; and in the same breath in which 
we learn from the lips of these men that the

The Slave-Catcher Candidate for the 
Supreme Bench—Letter from a Man 
Who Attended the Connelly Trial. 

To the Editor of The Chicago Tribune. 
MAconm, III., April 15.—Readme an ar- 
ticle in your paper of yesterday on Stanley 

Matthews being a slave-catoher, it reminds 

me of the evens sthat took place at that time. 

I was present during the great trial of Will- 

iam B. Connelly under the Fugitive-Slave 

law that created such a sensation throughout 
the whole country. The case was tried be- 
fore Judge Levett. Thomas Corwin appeared 
as counsel for Mr. Connelly. 1 remember 
when Stanley Matthews read Mr. Connelly’s 
letter in court, written to him in confidence 
as a brother Mason. Every Mason in the 
court-room looked upon Matthews with con- 
tempt and indignation when this letter was 
read. It was one ot the hottest days in the 
summer of 1857, and every foot of standing- 
room in the court-room was packed wit 

men and women to hear Corwin’s plea. He 
came into the room and pulled off his coat 
and vest, rolled up his shirt-sleeves, 
and, throwing his suspeuders down over his 
hips, for five long hours he held his hearers 

spellbound while he was making his plea. I 

shall never forget a few remarks he made in 

his Speech. He said: Who blames the 
post lack man for fleeing from the soil of 
is oppression? Who wonders he took refu 
in the Gazette Building, when he heard the 
volceg of the blood-hounds, the music of the 
drums and fife? He knew Churchill, the 

United States Marshal, was on his track. 

Who blames William B. Connelly for giving 

him a cup of water and a crust of bread? 1 

would have done as much for a dog. When 

that black man’s spirit goes to God, who gave 
it, the voice of the blood-hound, the music 
of the drum and fife will not be heard there, 
nor will Stanley Matthews be there to en- 
force the cursed Fugitive-Slave law.” 

Those who were preseut declared this was 

the greatest effort of Mr. Corwin’s life. Mr. 

Connelly received a sentence of three weeks 

in the county jail. The citizens of Cincinnati 

carpeted his cell and took him a library, and 
furnished him with all the delicate edibles 

the market afforded.

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Cuicaco, April 16.—I see by the papers that 


the railroads are about to add one more nuis- 
ance to the many we now have, which is to place 
cobble-stone pavement in the tracks, which will 
mitigate the pain received when riding on a 
corduroy Chicago city railway track, as the 
noise will deaden the feeling one has when 
riding on the cars. Having traveled for my 
health in California and other States, I found 
San Francisco, Pittsburg, Cincinnati, and New 
York to have the worst cobble-stone paved 
streets in the United States, and before adopt- 
ing this kind of pavement for Chicago the City 
Council shoul send a committee to 
these cities and tind what objections 
there are to it. The refuse of the 
street will sottle down between the cobblestones 
os it does between the blocks in other stone 
pavements, as it does in New York and other 
cities, endangering the health of the people. Of 
all the cities 1 have visited, taking everything 
into consideration, Chicago bas two miles square 
of better pavement than any other city in the 
United States, excepting Detroit, which is of 
cedar block. The public ood requires a smooth, 
noiseless pavement, where the material for its 
construction is plenty and cheap, as in this city, 
and not one that bas been abandoned for many 
years by all the European cities.

„ Cobbile-Stones.” 
To the Editor of The Chicago Tribune. 

Cmoado, April 144.—The question of per- 
mitting the street-railway companies paving 
between their tracks with cobbie-stones will 
come before the City Council as a special order 
for final action on Monday evening, April 18, at 
8o’clock. This is the third attempt of these 
corporations—made rich at our expense—to 
force this intolerable nuisance upon the resi- 
dents of streets occupied by their tracks, and we 
are about tired of it. The greed of these horse- 
car monopolies was never more strikingly 
illustrated than in their persistent attempts to 
compel the use of cobble-stone pavements on 
streets occupied by them. Already possessed of 
privileges which have made the par value of 
their stock many times its original cost, and 
which, with all its water, readily selis at 
trom 190 to 300, they are still not satistied. Be- 
cause the use of cobbitv-stones would save them 
alittle money, and still further increuse their 
dividends, all other interests and rights must 
stand aside, and they expect the City Counvil to 
do their bidding. If these street-railway com- 
panies cannot dea paying business, and use the 
same pavements between their rails that prop- 
erty-Owners use on the remainder of the street, 
there are numbers of people who will be very 
glad to undertake the business, subject to the 
conditions imposed by a reasonable regard for 
the rights of property-owners. When the resi- 
dents on astreet want cobbie-stones they will say 
so, and until that time itis a piece of shameless 
impudence for the companies to attempt to force 
itupon them. These corporations could not 
bave laid a rail cn these streets without the con- 
sentof a majority ot the property abutting on 
them, and the City Council would be acting in 
very bad faith with us if, after granting these 
corporations the franchises asked for in their 
petition for right-of-way, they should now, 
against our repented remonstrance, strike out 
the one essential condition on which we con- 
sented to sigu their petition, and which the City 
Council embodied in the ordinances granting 
their franchises. Aldermen representing the 
street railways will vote tor the ordinance. Al- 
dermen representing the property-owners of 
Chicago and the residents on these streets will 
vote against it, and the vote will be watched 
with much interest, and the record will not be 
forgotten.

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WHAT GREECE ETS. 


Description of the Slice of Turkey 
Awarded to Greece, 

Loxpox, April 14.—There is no doubt that 
Greece has virtually accepted the proposed 
frontier, Her reply to the proposals of the 
Powers was delivered to the foreign Min- 
isters in an identical note. 

London Spectator, April 3, 

The Eastern question has once more 
reached a critical stage. The Powers, 
hampered by the secret designs of some 
among them, and by a dread of letting the 
waters loose, have, it is asserted, receded 
from the Berlin decision. They have ac- 
cepted a Turkish proposal to give Greece 
Thessaly, instead of Thessaly and Epirus. 
They assign, indeed, a morsel of Epirus, but 
they stop far short of Jannina, and do not 
even concede Prevesa, without which Greece 
is never safe, though, according to one 
account, Prevesa is to be dismantled. * The 
gain to Greece in territory is considerable, 
but she does not acquire the most important 
of Greek cities, Jannina, or the most threat- 
ening of Greek fortresses, Prevesa, or the 
most necessary of Greek provinces, Epirus, 
where the most warjike section of the race 
reside. It nowremains to coerce Athens 
into accepting the terms. It is believed that 
the Court will yield, but it is far trom cer- 
toin that the Gr people will, and it is 
greatly to be hoped they will not. The time 
seems to have arrived for them, which ar- 
rives to all nations, to show that it is dan- 
gerous to betray them. If they take Jannina 
and keep it they will be safe for a century, 
and will be heard when they claim to be the 
only legitimate heirs of Byzantium. If not, 
they will remain a small and powerless State 
in the Balkan Peninsula. 

WHAT GREECE ACQUIRES. 

If the inhabitants of the ceded territory 
can be induced peacefully to pass under the 
rule of King George, the Greek question is 
finally closed. There is no reason to believe 
that much opposition will be made. The 
boundary which Turkey proposed and Greece 
accepted, starting from the A‘tgean at a point 
three miles south of Platamona, keeping a 
southwersterly course to the peak of Mount 
Kritiri, then trending away to the northwest 
until it reaches a point on the Conference 
boundary, passing down six miles to the west 
of Metzovo until it strikes the river Arta, 
and so arriving at the gulf of that name, in- 
cludes the whole of the fertile plain of Thes- 
saly, and only leaves to the Turks in Epirus 
the mountainous and barren portion which 
lies to the west. Of all this region the in- 
habitants are mainly Greek. In the western 
part of the plain, indeed, are Mussulman 


easants, whose swarthy complexion and 
‘artar cast of countenance show 
plainly that they are not renegade 


Greeks or Slavs, but genuineOsmaplis. They 
are, in fact, the descendants of colonists who 
came from Asja Minor at the time of the con- 
quest under the command of a chieftain 
called Turkhan Bey, and who wert settled 
here as a barrier against the marauding ten- 
dencies of the neighboring Christian moun- 
taineers. As they came chiefly from Koniah, 
the ancient Iconium, they are knowu by the 
name of Koniarotes, and they have still re- 
tained many of their ancient virtues; but the 
political hostility which has long existed be- 
tween them and the Greeks, has developed 
among them a spirit of fanaticism rarely 
found among the genuine Turks of Asia 
Minor. Throughout the rest of the Thessa- 
lian plains the land is for the most part the 
property of Mussulman Beys, but the peasant 

ypulation which cultivates it is Greek or 
Kutzo-Vlack by nationality and Christian by 
religion. According to statistics reported by 
the London Times, the four districts of 
Southern Thessaly—Armiro, Phersela, Kar- 
ditza, and ‘Tircalla—contain in round 
numbers 200,000 inhabitants; of whom 
about 150,000 are Christians and 20,000 Mus- 
sulmans. Of the Christians, about 8 per 
cent are Viacks and the remainder Greeks. 
‘There are 273 estates with a Christian tenantry 
of 88,575 souls. At the time of the Crimean 
war all these estates were the property of 
Mussulmans, but now eighty-six have passed 
into the hands of Christians, and twenty-sev- 
en are owned by Christians and Turks joint- 
ly. This shows clearly that, though the 
greater portion of the land in Thessaly be- 
longs to the dominant race, the soil is rapid- 
ly passing to the more frugal, laborious, and 
enterprising rayah. When the territory 
passes under the Greek rule the titles of 
many of the proprietors “Will be contested, 
for many of the tchiftlyks, notably the big- 
gest and best, were formerly village com- 
munes, and were confiscated by Ali Pacha, 
of Janina, and afterward sold. The fields 
still retain the names of their previous pro- 
prietors, whose descendants now cultivate 
thein as tenants, and probably some families 
are still in possession of their ancient docu- 
ments. However this may be, hopes are en- 
tertained by the people that the wrong done 
may one day be righted. 


PELION AND OSSA. 


The boundary also includes the hilly strip 
of country which separates the great plain 
and the nort...rn portion of the Gulf of Volo 
from the Aigean Sea. To the south of Olym- 

us, and separated from it by the famous 

‘ale of Tempe, is the gray peak of Ossa, 
from which runs in a southeasterly direction 
the Pelion range. ‘The epithet of quiver- 
ing with foliage,“ which Ilomer applied to 
Pelion, is still applicable. The hill-sides are 
still covered with oak, beech, elm, olive, 
weeping willow, cypress, arbutus, myrtle, 
and laurel, and iu the orchards and gardens 
of the picturesque villages is to be found 
abundance of walnuts, chestnuts, figs, pears, 
mulberries, and peaches. ‘The villages are 
among the most flourishing of European 
Turkey, not on account of the fertility of the 
soil, for there is much less arable land than 
in the plain, but on account of the enterpris- 
ing character of the inhabitants. These are 
all Christian, and thoroughly Greek in 
language and sentiment. “Though they 
habizually complain of the burdens laid 
upon them, they are quite aware that 
they possess more freedom and prosperity 
than the great majority of their fellow- 
rayahs. At the beginning of the present 
century they had an extensive woolen 
silk industry. The beautiful woolen fabrics 
of Ambelakia, for example,—a small town 
on western slope of Ossa.— were well 
known and highly prized in the markets of 
Germany and Hungary, and the manu- 
facture gave employment to nearly the 
whole of the population. Now times are 
changed, and the native industry bas been 
destroyed by the great factories of Western 
Europe; but the people have retained their 
enterprising commercial spirit, and many 
natives of Zagora and the een ag eh vil- 
lages—not to be eonfounded with the Zagori 
district in Epirus—are to be found as small 
traders and merchants, not only in the 
provincial towns of Thessaly, Macedonia, 
and Thrace, but also in the great commercial 
cities of the Levant. Many of these return 
home when they have made a modest fort- 
une, and those who settle permanently abroad 
often send considerable sums to their native 
villages for educational and benevolent 
purposes. There is every probability, 
then, that the inhabitants of the ceded terri- 
tory will submit cheerfully to Greece. Among 
the Klefts of Olympus, indeed, there is likely 
to be discontent that they stand beyond the 
boundary. In the first years of the present 
century, when the ideas of Greek independ- 
ence began to dawn and Ali conceived the 

roject of using the Greeks for throwing off 
ris allegiance to the Porte, he opened nego- 
tiations with the Kiefts and Armatolis and 
called his inveterate enemies to his assist- 
ance. He did not succeed in his design, but 
the bands which he had at frst brought into 
existence by his persecution, and afterwards 
roused to united action by his call, became 
the nucleus of the armies which afterward 
fought in the War of Independence. At the 
conciusion of the war the Armatolis and 
Klefts disappeared, and since that time the 
police of the mountain has been intrusted to 
Albanian guards; but the old spirit of inde- 
pendence has never died out, every suc- 
cessive effort of the Greeks to tend their 
little Kingdom has found a sympathetic echo 
amoug the mountaineers of Olympus.

A New Machine for Killing the 
Germs of Disease. 


Interesting Experiments Under the Au- 
spices of the Board of Health. 


The Philosophy of the Plan Explained 
with Diagrams. 


„The Tribune Expert Not Satisfied 
with the Results Shown Him. 


Mention has already been made in Tun TriB- 
UNE Of the experiments made during the past 
week in the Paimer House, with a view to prov- 
ing the anti-septic power of the “Germicide,’’an 
apparatus for the destruction of disease-bear- 
ing lactcria in water-closets. The experi- 
ments were conducted under the supervision of 
Dr. K. S. G. Paton, chemist of the Heaith De- 
partment, assisted by Mr. B. W. Thomas, 
microscopist, and the following re- 
ports are the result of the tests: 
The report made by Dr. Patton to tune Health 
Department is quite lengthy. It opens with a 
demonstration of the theory that the greatest 
danger to heaith is not to be apprehended from 
a swiftly and freely-flowing current of sewage, 
but rather from stagnating fecal and other 
effete matters prone to or undergoing decom po- 
sition. An experiment. by Dr. Frankland, 
chemist to the River Pollution Commissioners of 
London, is described in which a quantity of a 
strong solution of lithic chloride was placed in 
a shallow basin and acidulated with bydochioric 
acid; fragments of white marbie were then 
added, and a paper tube five inches in diameter 
and five feet high was piaced vertically over 
the basin. So long as effervescence 
continued abundance of particles of littinum 
were visible in a Bunsen flame held at the upper 
end of the tube. A tin plate tube three inches 
in diameter and twelve feet long was now placed 
in such a position as to bring one of its open 
ends over the top of the paper tube. The tin 
tude was nearly borizontal, but slightly inclined 
upwards from the paper tube so as to cause a 
geotie draft of airto pass through it when it 
was otgntly beated externally near its lower ex- 
tremity. Bunsen flame placed at the end of 
the tube furthest away from the effervescing 
fluid showed that the suspended particles of so- 
lution of lithic chloride were not perceptibly less 
numerous than at the mouth of the paper tube, 
neither were they much diminished at the fur- 
ther end of the tin tube when the bight Of the 
paper tube was increased to 9% feet, which 
caused Prof. Falkland to tnink that

that these particles which had thus been carried 
along by a gentie current of air for a distance of 
21 feet could be similarly conveyed to much 
greater distances. 

Pref. Falkland drew the following conclusions 
as to the behavior of flowing sewage from these 
experiments: 

I. The moderate agitation of a liquid does 
not cause the suspension of liquid particles 
capable of transport by the circumambient 
air; and, therefore, the flow of fresh 
sewage through a properly constructed sewer is 
not likely to be attended by the suspension of 
zymotic matters in the air ot the sewer. 

2. The breaking of minute gas bubbles on 
the surface of tne liquid consequent upon the 
generation of gas within the body of the liquid 
is a potent cause of the suspension of transport- 
able tiquid — 1 in the surroundmg air, and 
therefore wherl, though the stagnation of sew- 
age or constructive defects which allow of the 
detention of excementitious matters for sev- 
eral days in the sewer, putritaction sets in, and 
causes the generation of gases, the suspension 
of zymotic matters in the air of the sewer is ex- 
tremely likely to occur. 

Dr. Patton imitated Prof. when: a experi- 
ment with the following apparatus:

FROM THESE EXPERIMENTS 
Prof. Frankland argued that dis- 
ease-germs might easily be car- 
ried off into the atmosphere by the 
bursting of the large bubbles of 
sewer-gas, to which, or to the dis- 
ease-germs alone, or to both to- 
gether, might possibly pe attrib- 
utable the many sickn 
charged freely to“ bad drainage. 

Many years ago it was proved by 
direct experiment that the ordi-

When these U tubes are filled with solution of 
nitrate of lead, gnd the air from the sewer 
drawn through thém,the presence of sulphureted 
hydrogen will be shown ** a brown-black pre- 
cipitate ng Omak in the liquid. When they are 
tilled with Messler's reagent and thisair again 
drawn through, ammonia, if there, will show its 

resence by changing the liquid to a yellow- 

rown color, or throw down a bright red pre- 

cipitate. In the experiments Dr. Paton con- 

ducted he obtained decided evidence of the 

assage of these gases through the water of the 

trap into the liquid of the 8 tubes, although 
their odor by the ordinary method 
WAS NOT MANIFEST. 

Dr. Paton then describes in his report very 
carefully the experiments with the same ap- 
paratus, which, he claimed, resulted in the pro- 
duction of two sets of samples,—those which 
were secured while the germicide was not in the 
trap, and those which were secured when it was. 
These were banded to Mr. Thomas, the micro- 
scopist, whose report (given below) sets forth 
that the samples taken while the germicide was 
not in use were living with bacteria, while 
the others were nearly free from the living or- 
gunisms. 

Dr. Paton explains that the use of tne germi- 
cide is to produce a constant stream of solution 
of chloride of zinc into the pan andtrapof the 
closet and an intermittent supply of thymol, 
an exceedingly powerful aerial antiseptic, 
and adds that in his opinion zinc chloride will 
not only prevent the decomposition of fecal mat- 
ters, but will also render innocuous those which 
bave already decom He sums up his opin- 
ion of the Grimicide”™ by stati that he be- 
lieves it to be singularly appropriately named, 
and to perform all that is said of it—viz., anti- 
seption.” 

THE REPORT OF DR. DE WOLF 
is as follows: 

HEALTH DEPARTMENT, April 16, 1880—To the 
Public: Some two weeks since Mr. E. J. Mallett, 
Jr., of New York. called my attention to an up- 
paratus designed to supply a constant and uni- 
form quantity of a solution of chloride of zinc 
to the water passing into tie basin of the ordi- 
nary water-cioset bowl. The results to be ob- 
tained by the presenve of this mineral salt were 
said to be the entire antiseption of the water, 
and the destruction of all organic gy coming 
in contact with it from the sewer air in the pipe 
below and connected with the bowl. 

Ihave nevergiven the indorsement of my name 
toa single one of the@nany methods and systems 
designed to accomplish this purpose and which 
have been brough to my attention during the 
past four years. 

Mr. Mallett presented to me 80 many letters 
from medical gentiemen with whom 1am ac- 
quainted in New York, commending him and 
bis process, that I felt obliged to investigute his 
claim. I therefore requested Dr. Paton, Chem- 
ist of the Health Department, and Mr. B. W. 
Thomas, President of the State Microscopical 
Society, to undertake the work. Their reports 
were received this morning, and, cov 4 
week's labor, ure of so much interest that 1 do 
not hesitate to give them to the public. 

They emphasize the following fact, which is in 
a measure new to me—i. e., ness with 
which organic germs pass throu the water of 
a sewer-trap, and are thrown from the free 
surface into the atmosphere of a room.

DR. WILLIAMS’ REPORT. 
To the Editor of The Chicago Tribune. 

CnicaGo, April 16.—In accordance with in- 
structions received from you I have completed 
my investigations of the alleged merits of the 
“ Germicide,” an instrument placed on exhibi- 
tion in the Palmer House for the purpose of 
destroying the injurious effects of sewer-gas 
emanations, and I have the honor to report as 
follows: 

The “Germicide” is an automatic device, 
whereby an antiseptic is continuously conveyed 
into the trap of a water-closet, and from thence 
into the soil-pipe, for the above-named purpose. 

The antiseptic used in this instance is the one 
known to sanitarians as chloride of zinc. Re- 
garding the efficacy of this metallic salt for the 
purpose, these gentlemen exhibiting the Germ- 
icide”’ claim for it what others claim, and 
nothing more—namely: that when brought 
into contact with decomposable organic 
substance chloride of zinc acts corrosively upon 
the albuminoid structure of the said substance, 
and thereby delays the process of putrefactive 


fermentation, which, if allowed to occur, fur- 


nishes as the result thereof a gaseous compound 
termed sewer gas. 

Sewer-gas contains, as also does the atmos- 
pheric air we breathe, the water we drink, and 
the food we eut, thousands and tens of thou- 


sands of the spores of the lower form of life 


termed bacteria. 

Of these living forms mankind actually knows 
nothing. We simply know that these forms ex- 
ist; that taken as a whole they spring into ex- 
istence in the presence of and simultaneously 
with the decomposition of organic structure; 
that in substance bacteria are of an albuminous 
nature, and that their substance is probably due 
to the immediate presence of nitrogenous mat- 
ter, possibly to the presence of albuminoid am- 
monia, which is everywhere present in a less 
or greater quantity. 

It is further claimed by these gentlemen, as it 
is by others, that these lower forms of life when 
brought into contact with chloride of zinc are 
Virtually if not actually destroyed. 

To recapitulate: In brief, first, the device 
known as the Germicide is presented under the 
claim that it is new; second, the chioride of zinc 
asan antiseptic is presented under the claim 
that it is not new; third, that the chloride of zinc 
will, through the aid cf this automatic device, 
prevent the formation of sewer-gas and destroy 
the disease-breeding germs that are said to be 
present within the soil-pipe, and which may 
pass through the trap into the water-closet 


above.

Under the direction of Prof. E. J. Mallett, 
Jr., (New York) the Board of Health of Chicago, 
represented by Dr. R. 8. G. Paton, have just 
completed a series of experiments in order to 
demonstrate the presence of germ life within 
the soil-pipe and the effect of chloride of zinc 
on bacteria when brought into contact with it 
through the agency of device known as the 
germicide.

has been aroused in other places, and many 
ladies go there for instruction in this fasci- 
nating art. Mrs. Jenkins took lessons in 
Cincinnati, and as the result of her studies 
exhibits in her work-room some fine speci- 
mens in both under and over glaze. Be- 
sides being obliged to send to Cincinnati 
for the different kinds of clay necessary for 
her use, she also labors under the disad- 
vantage of having to return her decorated 
work to that city for firing and glazing, as 
there is no pottery here with facilities for 
finishing the work, although quite recently 
a manufacturer of flower-pots and vases 
upon the West Side has been induced to give 
the first firing, whichSufficiently hardens the 
clay to enable it to be packed for transporta- 
tion without injury to the most delicately 
modeled flower. Some ofthe jars and vases 
shown by Mrs. Jenkins have a ground-work 
of rich dark green, into which is blended 
clouds of gold and gradations of more deli- 
ente colors, While a cluster of snowballs in 
high relief, or a face with veil drawn tightly 
over it, is the decoration. 

After the Ist of May this lady will remove 
to the rooms of the Decorative Art Society, 
where she willinstruct the classes of that in- 
stitution in the different branches of china 
painting, pottery, and faience, 


EASTER EMBROIDERY. 

At the rooms of the Decorative Art Soci- 
ety during the past week skilled workers 
have been unusually busy with Easter or- 
ders, and have designed and executed some 
of the finest embroidery ever done in this 
country. It should bea matter of pride to 
every Chicagoan that the needlework depart- 
ment of this school is becoming so renowned 
and can produce such work as was shown 
upon the magnificent curtains which were 
recently presented to Mrs. Hayes by the la- 
dies of the Woman’s Christian Temperance 
Union, and asis to be seen upon some of the 
Society’s late ecclesiastical work. 

An Easter frontal for the altar of the 
Church of the Epiphany is so beautiful in 
design and so perfect in execution that it 
merits a full description. It was to be pre- 
sented to the church to-day as a memorial by 
friends of a deceased member of the congre- 
gation. The ground-work of the frontal is of 
heavy creain-colored brocade divided into 
three panels by orphreys embroidered in 
heavy lines of red couching, separating grape- 
vines worked in natural colors, with gold 
stems and veinings. In the central panel is 
embrodered the sacred monogram in gold 
couched with red, surrounded by a triple cir- 
cle of gold, with shadows of blue and gold; 
the whole surmounted by acrown of gol 
diapered with red and surrounded with rays 
alternating with jewels of blue. The entire 
frontal is finished with —7 dullion 
fringe in the colors of the embroidery. The 
super-frontal of deep red velvet, finished 
with the same fringe as the frontal, is em- 
broidered with a grape-vine twining through 
the sacred monogram and cross, which is re- 
peated eleven times. On one end of the 
super-frontal is worked the following inscrip- 
tion, the name being in medieval letters: 

In memory of 


Ropert H. WALKER, 
Who Entered into Rest 
Oct. 5, 1880.

eye of an artist. Among other orders was a 
white satin fan, embroidered with orange 
blossoms and golden green leaves, intended 
for a bridal present, and to be sent to 
Tiffany’s for mounting. 


CHEEK VS. ART. 

It is a great mistake to suppose that all are 
artist who live by art. The pretensions of 
some of the cleverer sort of humbugs are apt 
to mislead those who listen very loug to 
their self-praise, or are undecided as to what 
is really good. But occasionally there ap- 
pears a charlatan with such magnificent 
egotism, such audacious impudence, and 
sublimely unconccious ignorance, that 
nothing is left but laughter for those 
who have any sense of humor about 
them. Of this latter sort is a per- 
son who drives frequently to the art 
furnishing stores of Chicago, accompanied 
usually by a Chinese man and woman, who 
are supposed to decorate the twenty or thirty 
canvases that she generally orders upon 
such an occasion with good Anglo-Saxon 
portraits done by their own Celestial hands. 

According to her circulars, which she dis- 
tributes freely, she is “a thorough-going 
business-womän, being of commanding pres- 
ence, tall, stately, and graceful, and brim- 
full of energy and vitality.“ This shows a 
fair appreciation of her own qualifications 
and charms, which as a ** business-woman ”’ 
she could not fail to take advantage of. A 
little further on she says: 

I bave brought from Europe one of her most 
talented artists for operator and ussistant-man- 
ager in my gallery. He has had honorable men- 
tion in Dublin exhibitions. You will find it 
hanging in my gullery. I have also brought 
direct from China especially for this establish- 
ment two of the most skilled artists in oil paint- 
ing that could be found in that vast vountry. 

While the grammatical construc tion of the 
foregoing is a littie unusual, the meaning is 
not to be mistaken, and it is cheering to know 
that if you do not choose to be portraved by 
these almond-eyed artists, after the flat style 
now in vogue upon our fans and fire-screens, 
you can find in reserve an exponent of art 
not quite so far-fetched, but whose skill is 
guaranteed by the “honorable mention” so 
conspicuously hung. 

It is always interesting to know something 
of the personal history of remarkable people, 
so she goes on to sav: 

I started this business for my sister. who was 
left a widow with two little boys. Her busband 
died of yellow-fever in the year 1878. Then ber 
surrows nu; misfortuue by fire, and every 
one seemed to take advantage to deprive her of 
ber rights. My health being poor, I took a trip 
around the Continent, and also had business in 
Hong Kong, China. My sister learning of my 
residence, and needed caring for, came to me and 
on the third day of my arrival she died of hasty 
consumption, thereby leaving me two orphan 
boys. is is the second time in my life that 
such bas fallen my lot, and bud health and mis- 
fortunes have kept me from reaching the bight 
of my ambition. My greatest desire was to be a 
first-class Artist in Oils, but these numerous 
drawbacks bave prevented the necessary prac- 
tice and work; so my next greatest desire is to 
see others happy.

was opened for one of the grandest balls of 
the season. Italian nobles, Aubassadors, 
diplomats, and “distinguished strangers’ 
again made up the list of invitations; and 
those whe received these ecards, with 
suggestions and directions for attending, ac- 
cepted if possible. I will give a special de- 
scription of this, as a good example of a 
Carnival bali in high life in Italy, and in 
Florence in particular, where many of the 
Princes still hold the gray old laces of 
their ancestors, which were bullt before the 
Dante days of Florence. 

In gving to this Borghese ball, we ordered 
our carriage to take us there at midnight,— 
for Italians never think of going to a bull 
much before hour, when they should be 
thinking of returuing home from one. As 
the carriage passed into the great archwa 
(which runs from street to street throug 
the 2 flour of this palace) we found it 
light as day with gas-jets,—sentinels in full

PRESENTING ARMS AS WE ENTERED. 
Attendants in fine livery assisted us from 
the carriage, Then we were escorted by 
liveried attendants; who met us at each room 
as We passed,—always showing us the way,— 
until we came to a great stairway with land- 
ings, which, as we glanced upward, gave a 
glimpse of the great salons above. This 
broad stairway was entirely carpeted with 
rich red cloth. On each side of every step 
great plants of blooming camellias in white 

red were placed. beautiful were 
these flowers, with their great shining 
leaves, that they seemed to make a uarrow 
hedge on each side of the stairway. 

On reaching the top we were n re 
ceived by numbers of attendants, who re- 
lieved us of our wrappings; and ushers then 
announced our party, and we entered the 
first great ball-room.

tained. It is well known that there is here a 
frustless belt situated a little above the val- 
ley lowlands and fiver-bottoms, but not ex- 
teuding to the summits of the lower 
spurs of mountains. When the sun 
has set and the valleys feel cold 
and damp, the hillsides have warm, dry 
air, and yet above the airis cold again. In 
this frostless belt fruits of the rarest kind 
grow unharmed in every season of the year, 
and the red volcaule soil produces grapes in 
greater abundance than the best farmed 
regions of the Old World, Nor is the grape- 
rower cenfined to a single belt. Of 100,000,- 
acres and more in the State. scarcely 
more than one-thirtieth is yet utilized for 
purposes of agriculture, and from Siskiyou 
to San Diego the valleys, foot-hilis, and 
mountain-siopes are well adapted for the 
roduction of the choicest wines. Land can 
purchased at prices ranging between $2.50 
and $100 per acre; anda vineyaid in either 
case gives higher returns than a like

THE YIELD PER ACRE. 

A vineyard plauted in choice varieties of 
grapes should not in the fifth year, when it 
begins to bear, have cost the owner more 
than $125 per acre, even if the land be bought 
a} 850 per acre. From the fifth year the cost 
of cultivation is about $10 per acre, and the 
cost of gathering and hauling an average 
crup of four tons is $9,—making $19 as the ay- 
erage yearly costof maintaining the vineyard. 
The favorit grapes for planting are the 
Muscatel, Gordo Blanco, and Muscatel of 
Alexandria,—these being especially adapted 
for raisins; while Zinfandel, Berger, Blane 
Elbe, Burgundy, Riesling, Flame Tokay, 
Mission, and other varieties are used for 
wine. ‘The Mission grape is the best known, 
and foruis the bulk of the product of Cali- 
fornia, It was introduced by the mission- 
airies long before the — 2 ot gold, and 
is supposed to have come originally from 
Spain. It is a pale blue, small, round berry, 
and often furms very large bunches. It has 
little acid, is very sweet, has very little 
astringency, and has no definit flavor. Its 
abundance of juice and great fruitfulness 
muke it a favorit in the vineyards, 
though the wine produced is by 
no means of a superior quality. 
This grape has generally brought from 
$10 to 812 a ton, and the scarcer imported 
varieties about twice as much. During the 
season just past the Mission grapes were 
bought up largely at from $20 to $25 per ton, 
aud the imported varieties brought from 830 
to $35 per ton. In Los Angeles County, the 
second wine-producing county in the State 
the yield for 1880 was 30,000 tons from 6, 
acres of vineyard, or an average of five tons 
to the acre. Counting one tou to the acre as 
the cust of production, there still remained 
four tons as the net produce per acre, which, 
at an average price of $20, amounted to 880. 
A thousand dollars as the product of ten 
acres of vineyard was no uncummon yield 
during the season in question, while 
exceptional cases are known where 
double that amount was obained. The 
extraordinary yield and high prices have en- 
gendered an. increased interest in every de- 
partinentof viniculture, and more vineyards 
are beuw planted the present year than have 
ever been planted lu one year before. The 
number of acres set out five years ago was 
only 4,000; two years ago this amount had 
more than doubled Itself; while the present 
year wiilshow an amount more than three 
times as great. Oue man alone, Dr. Glenn 
who iast year cultivated no less than 50.000 
acres in wheat, aynounces his intention of 
planting 1,000 acres this year in vines; and 
other large farmers are beginning to employ 
their capital in the same direction, 

THE PHYLLOXERA. 

No article on grape-culture would be com- 
plete without a description of this pest—for 
against its ravages no effectuai remedy has 
yet been found. During last decade 
1,500,000 acres have been deitroyed by the 
parasite in France; and lay, Germany, 
Spain, Pogugal. and Austria have aiso 
larwely suffered. A prize of 300,000 fraue 
has been offered by the French Government 
tor a safe and practical remedy; but as = 
ent has not been awarded. The dis- 
covery of the pest in this State has occa- 
sioned great alarm among the wine-growers, 
and already hundreds of acres of vines du 
Sonoma Valley and elsewhere have been de- 
vustated. Measures are everywhere being 
taken to counteraet the effects; these 
uave been partially successful, Tue Legis 
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in e a 
The means “ leaf-wither- 
1 has two chief types: One 
„ and attacks the leaf 
shoots, and even the 
tendrils; other is wingiess, ns 
its subsistence below the surface, a-d atfacks 
the tender roots. The w variety me 
ially fertile. Coming out of the hibernat- 
eg. the insect fastens itself to a leaf, 
and this attachment causes a fleshy swell 
of irregular shape and reddish tint. A ga 
being formed, the inclosed phylloxera lays 
eggs, and then, having died, the eggs reprv- 
duce their kind, These escape, and again 
reproduce in the course of a month. Calcu- 
lating eight generations in a _ sea 
son, ahd 830 as the product of the 
hibernating egg, there can be rduced 
in less than a year, starting with asingle erg. 
no less than 26,000,000,000 phylloxera, or a 
number sufficient to extend thirt nes 
around the earth. The root type, whic 
two forms, is the one known in Catifornia,~ 
the winged type, according to Prof. Hilgard, 
being yet unknown. The grape-vines having 
come originally from Europe, they are 
generally of the most sensitive type, and, 
with the presence of the phylloxera, the 
rootiets begin to swell. The minute black 
dot whieh marks the lesion is readily seen 
on examination, and from this point rot 
begins. During the first year the vine shows 
imperfect ripening of the 
fruit; during the second year the vine is 
sickly with stunted roots; and during 
third year the vine refuses to grow 
at all. For some reason not 
yet explained, the disease does not 
travel so rapidly in California as in France; 
yet, unless its progress here is checked, it 
promises to be more destructive than 
drought and flood and all the other pests 
combined. The remedies proposed are four 
—viz.: the planting of vineyards in sandy 
soll; the submersion of the vines to destroy 
the vest: the use of insecticides; and the 
grafting of varieties upon native American 
vines which are phylloxera-proof. Of these 
the only one yet found practicable at all is 
the third: and bisulphide of carbon is the 
insecticide proposed.

l. The consumer, either frum snobbishness 
—preferring anything torelgn to anything 
American—or from ignorance, does not in- 
sist upon being furnished with good native 
wine. 

2. Because the usual practice of demanding 
high prices for cheap wines covered with 
torelgu labels could not be maintained by 
the vender if he professed to furnish native 
wines which are known to be cheap. 

Because the encouragement of the free 
use of good cheap wine at the table would 
materially reduce the profits of the bar- 
room. 

4. Because few people know anything 
about the California wines, and they rely 
upon foreign names and high prices to in- 
sure them the “fine wines” which they buy 

The ravages of the ag oners in

THE WORLD’S PRODUCTION. 

The story ot the pliylloxera in France is 
shown in the fact that, while 7,2 7,376 gal- 
lons of wine were imported into Bordeaux 
iu 1879, last year the amount had increased 
to 14,652,000 gallons,—a total greater than the 
entire r of California fur the same 
year. In 1875 the vintage of France reached 


| the enormous quantity of 1,887,000, 000 gal- 


lons, Which, at a home price of 15 cents a 
gallon, aggregated 8330. 660. 000. Last year 
the wine crop of the same country was less 
than viie-half of that of 1875, and the average 
yield per acre was only 300 gallons, as against 
40 in other years. It is estimated that the 
lossof the viticulturists last year in France

same pest in six counties of California has 
caused the most careful precau non; to be 
taken.

As compared with the above exhibit the 
8 of California is vet insignificant. 
Vun an increase of 10,000 acres of vines 
each year, it will be 150 years before the en- 
tire acreage ls equal to the number of acres 
destroyed in France alone, and 500 years de- 
fure the acreage is equal to the remaining 
vineyards in the same country; but the pres- 
ent yearly increase can hardly be taken as 
the average of the future, and the number of 
fears in the above must be largelv lessened. 
The crop of 1880 in California is the largest 
yet produced, andis variously estima at 
from. 10,000,000 to 12,000,000 gallons ot win 
500,000 gallons of brandy, with $200,000 add: 
as the value of the grapes consumed for 
domestic purposes and for the purpose 
of making raisins. At a ruling price 
of 30 cents a gallon, the wine-produe- 
tion is worth from $3,000, to 83.600, 
000, and this on an entire mvestment 
of not more than $30,000,000. State now 
imports of _foreiga wines 420,000 gallons less 
than were required five years ago, and the 
United States as a whole imports 2,650,000 
gallons less. In consideration of the fact 
that there are almost as many acres in Call- 
fornia adapted to viniculture as in the Whole 
of France, that the area of Italy is 30,00, 000 
acres less, and that Switzerland could be 
snugly stowed away in one of the larger val- 
leys, and that these countries together have a 
population nearly 10) times as great, li is 
scarcely to be doubted that the 70,000 avres of 
vineyard now under cultivation in the State 
is but the nucleus of a territory wiich in 
time will assume commanding proportions, 
and whuse results will be as great as those 
which the countries of the Oid Wort have 
already shown.

Business-Prospects in Sonora and Chi- 
huahua—Restrictions upon the Pur- 
chase of Pubiic Launds—The Tariii— 
HRallroad- Construction. 

Special Correspondence of The Chicago Tribune. 

GUAYMAS, Mex., March 31.—Since the com- 
meneing of the Sonora Railroad, a good deal 
of attention has been directed to this State, 
ami particularly to Guaymas, as numerous 
letters of inquiry would prove, as well as the 
increased immigration from the United 

States. The security which this State has 

enjoyed from political disturbances for the 

last two years—excepting the filibustering 
raids of Marquez and Brigido Reyes, which 
were checked in the bud—has also induced 
many Sonorans who had emigrated some 
years ago to come back, and the papers in 
this State record each new return with joy. 
Guaymas, which used to be very dull, is 
awakening from her sleep. and matters are 
beginning to assume an encouraging aspect; 
and though it would be still imprudent at 
this early stage of progress to advise inmi- 
gration tothe artisan classes, there is but 
little doubt that ashort time hence this 

place, as wellas the whole State, will be a 

fitting field for the mechanics of. many dif- 

ferent handicrafts. As for people with capi- 
tal, there are immediate openings for them 


| which will turn outeminently favorable, such 


as investments in mines, real estate, water- 
works, street-railroad concessions, ete. At 
present the only employers are the Railroad 
Company, and their need of skilled labor can 
easily be filled from that class of uneasy spir-

Land 
has lately been taken upin large quantities 
in Sonora; and ere long it will be impossible 
to find any more public lands in the State, 
except barren and desert stretches unfit for 
anything. In connection with this, it will 
not be uninteresting to your readers to Know 
that no American citizen can take up, or 
* denounce,” public land in any of the States 
bordering on Sonora; and, in the southern 
Mexican States, bordering on Guate- 
mala, no citizen of that Republic can 
take up public land. This fact is 
not generally known even dy the 
Mexican authorities in the northern parts of 
Sonora and Chihuahua, and leads to trouble 
at times. Citizens of all other nations enjoy 
the right to “denounce” land, the same as 
the native of the soil; and, in all the States 
which are not bordering on the Uunited 
States, an American has the self-same rights 
as the others. This applies also to the 
Guatemalean.—the exception in his case 
the States bordering on his country. 
But citizens of the United States are not 
rohibited from buying lind in the northern 
rder States from private parties, except in 
n belt of twenty yy eed an oem the United 
States, where no foreigner whatever can 
buy, or “denonnce,” land. It is true that a 
law gives the President of Mexico the right 
to permit a foreigner to take up, or de- 
nounce,“ land therein, when the proper rep- 
resentations are made to him; but in no case 
has this privilege ever been granted an 
American, though a few parties of other na- 
tionalities have been thus favored. This 
twenty-league restriction exists also in the 
south, on the land adjuining Guatemala, 

A matter which often causes trouble, also, 
is the equivocal way in which the Custum- 
House tariff, or “Arancel,” is worded. 
Wrong manifestanon on the Consular in- 
voice ensues through it, and results in the 
imposing of many double duties and vexa- 
tious and onerous fines, which have hitherto 
done much to discourage American trade. 
The Custom-House officers of Mexico are 
furthermore instructed that they are com- 
pelled to follow the letter of the law instead 
of its spirit, and, when they could easily ar- 
range a matter amicably if ailowed, they are 
prohibited from doing so, and the matter is 
referred to Mexico, where it may die of old 
age. Many people believe that all kinds of 
animals can be imported free of duty into 
Mexico: and this is true, except in 
the case of gelded horses, which 
must pay a duty of 836 each.

The annual meet of the League of Ameri- 
can Wheelmen will occur at Boston May 20, 
and extensive preparations are being made 
for the reception of several hundred dele- 
gates from all partsof the United States. 


extending cordial invitations to all clubs and 
unattached members of the League, and also 
toall clubs outside the League. Chicago 
will send two delegates, Milwaukee one; 
and Elgin one; and many other Western 
wheelmen will be in attendance. Five hun- 
dred machines will be in line during the pa- 
rade, forming an imposing spectacle. In ad- 
dition to the street parade, Directors will be 
elected, general business transacted, and the 
interests of the League looked alter for the 
coming year. One of the featares of the oc- 
casion will be a banquet at the Parker House. 

The severe winter and the bad condition of 
the streets of this city has almost entirely 
prevented bicycling in the open air for sev- 
eral months, but the enthusiasts continue 
their practice at the Exposition Building and 
elsewhere, and some excellent records have 
been made of late.

ART OF PAPER. MA RING. 


An Essay Read Before the Chicago Sta- 
tioners’ Board of Trade, April 11, 
1881, by J. W. Butler. 

The art of making paper is considered one 
of the greatest blessings yet brought out by 
the ingenuity of man; affording means of 
communication, making of records, and, to a 
large extent, the carryingon of the com- 
merce of the world. 

The first paper was probably made in 
Egypt from papyrus. The’ancient Mexicans 
used a kind of paper prepared from the Agave 
Americana, or maguay plant, which grows 
upon the table-lands. It resembles the Egyp- 
tian papvrus, and took ink and color well, as 
preserved specimens attest, The Chinese 
were the first to form from vegetable fibre 
the web which constitutes our modern paper. 
They used the inner bark of several trees, 
especially the mulberry, the bamboo, re- 
duced to pulp by Obeatigg, rice, and 
other straws, silk, cotton, and rags. The 
Japanese exhibited in the Paris Universal 
Exposition of 1867 beautiful specimens of 
paper made from the bark of the mulberry 
tree. Among the numerous materials used 
for making paper have been American aloe, 
asparagus, aspen, bamboo, banana, bass- 
wood, bulrushes, blue grass, cattail cedar, 
china grass, corn-husks, cotton, esparto, and 
many other grasses, flax, hemp, jute, mul- 
berry bark and wood, mummy cloth, oat and 
wheat straw, poplar, papyrus, rags, and 
waste papers. The principal materials are: 
First, cotton and linen rags; second, waste 
paper; third, straw; fourth, esparto grass; 
fifth, wood: sixth, cane; seventh, jute and 
manilla. The theory of reducing the differ- 
ent materials into pulp and forming them 
into paper and other articles of use is an m- 
teresting study, but time will not admit of 
taking up that branch of our subject, hence 
we will omit it and pass on to say that be- 
sides the manufacture of ordinary paper, the 
pulp prepared from whatever materials 
may be devoted to an infinit variety of 
uses, such as pasteboard, boards of different 
kinds, papier mache, sheathing for vessels, 
boats, furniture, car-wheels, tubes, water- 
bukets, and other household utensils. Both 


the Chinese and Japanese make furniture, 


clothing, hats, shoes, umbrellas, handker- 
chief, napkins, twine, and many useful arti- 
cles from this material. In England, paper 
used for water-pipes and tanks has been 
found to keep water from treezing longer 
than any other material used. In 1868 Col. 
Muratori, of the French army, began experi- 
menting with a paper cuirass, light to wear, 
but tough enough to resist bulfets. Papyru 

chiefly of Exyptian manufacture, continue 

in use in European countries several centu- 


/ ries after the Christian era, and was finally 


displaced by cotton. The art of manufactur- 
ing paper from vegetable fibre was derived 
from Samarcand, where it was introduced 
from China in the year 651, and thence 
spread over Europe, having’ been in- 
troduced at Mecea in 707. About the 
same time Saracens are said to have learned 
to make paper from cotton, and they brought 
it to Spain in 711. The bulls of the Popes in 
the eighth and ninth century were written 
upon cotton paper; the oldest manuscript 
written upon it in England isin the Bodleian 
collection of the British Museum, having the 
date 1049. In 1085 the Christian successors of 
the Spanish Saracens made paper from rags 
instead of from raw cotton. The oldest 
specimen of linen paper having a date is said 
to be a treaty of peace between the Kings of 
Arragon and Castile, of 1177. As stated in 
the “Chronology of Paper and Paper 
making,” by J. Munsell: Paper mills were in 
operation at Toledo, in Spain, in 1085, 
making paper from rags with the use of 
molds for forming the sheets; and in 1151 
the best paper was made at Jatavia from raw 
cotton and rags, which were reduced to pulp 
by stamping them in mills instead of grin , 
after the Moorish method. 

We do not learn from history that any 
further improvement worthy of notice was 
nrade in the manufacture of paper until the 
year 1568, when John Spileman, a German, 
who was a jeweler to Queen Elizabeth, built 
a mill at Dartford in Kent. This is cele- 
brated by a poem on paper of the date 1588, 
As late as 16683 England imported £100,000 
worth of paper from Holland. In England 

reat improvements were introduced by the 
‘rench refugees of 1685, and from this time 
the business improved in importance. in 
1690 particular attention began to be directed 
to the production of white paper, almost all 

reviously made being brown. The cel“ 
rated manufacturer, James Whatman, had 
his mill in operation at Maidstone in 1770; 
and from that time to the present its product 
has been famous for ite superior quality.

For want of time we will now 
Dass over a period of seventy-one years, 
1 with vast improvements, not only 
in uses of the means for reducing the raw 
material to pulp, but also in the maehigery 
for making paper, and state the condition of 
this branch of American industry as it a 
pears to-day. ‘There are now about 1,000 
paper-mills (this includes those making pulp 
as weil), built and be built, in the United 
States, with a productive Ne mad of about 
230 tons per day, and employing a capita! of 
not less than $30,000,000, The value of the 
product 6 * is estimated at 8120, 000,000 per 
annum. t is safe to say no other 
product of home manufacture so completely 
excludes the foreign article. American 
paper may be found in the markets of every 
civilized nation on the globe. It has taken 
first premiums at the international exhi- 
bitions. The late International Exhibition at 
Melbourne. Australia, had eleven American 
exhibitors of paper, eight of whom carried 
off first prizes. Our export trade in paper is 
growing each year. A manufacturer of fine 
papers at Holyoke, Mass., said to me, a short 
time ago, our writing papers are om- 
ing more in favor every year by foreign 
ers.

The school building consists of three 
floors. The first floor is divided into two 
cowpartinernts—a blacksmith's-shop and a 
machine-shop; the seeond into a 2238 
shop and a carpeuter's-sliop; and third 
into recitation-roows, teac er’ s-rvom, draw- 
ing-room, wardrobe’s, etc. ‘The students are 
divided into three classes. We found a class 
of twenty boys in the blacksmith-shup intent 
upon an experiment — molding for casting, 
conducted by Mr. Charles F. Wuite, a gradu- 
ate the Motcester, Mass., Polytechule 
School. 
EVERY STEP IN THE LESSON 

was preceded by queations as to the next 
necessary procedure, which were answered 
by several students at once, and generally 
with much aecuracy. They were as eager as 
boys are apt to ata game of marbles. 
When the exercise was concluded the class 
were transferred to the carpenter’s-sho 
where each student was given a task in 
woodwork. We were shown specimens of 
patterns, many of them complicated and 
therefore quite difficult, admirably executed. 
These patterns are in miniature, and not for 
use or sale, for the purpose of the school is 


INSTRUCTION, NOT CONSTRUCTION. 


Each pattern bears a numeral mark showing 
the degree of excellente attained by the 
maker, The same practice in this respect 
obtains in the school that is followed 
in schools for intellectual training exclu- 
sively. While the class in manual labor 
is engaged in its regular routine exercises lu 
the different shops, the other classes are oc- 
cupied in the recitation and drawing rooms, 
We did not have the pleasure of witnessing 
a lesson of thedrawing-class, but were shown 
a large collection of specimens of the work 
of the students of a very creditable character.

To the friends of those who live and die in 


the Christian faith Easter morning is the 
most joyous of all the year.

pels fidelity. In suciety she was always wel- 
come Decause she adurned it; giving to it 
more than she received, it was ever her 
debtor.

With a mind keenly appreciative o 
and humor, well stored with the fruits 
an extended course of judicious 
reading, and a highly dramatic. method 
of expression, she was, in conversacion, 
fascinating to a degree. Aut neither the se- 
ductive allurement of society, nor the more 
grateful charins of the select social circle 
served to deter her from the faithful per- 
formance of the more serious duties of life. 
The distinguishing feature of her character 
was a keen sense of the paramount claims of 
duty.

Cnicaco, April 15.—Had an unknown 
name been appended to the letter which, in 
to-day’s Tnuxk. so bardly deals with the 
motive and wood of Forget-Me-Not,“ it is 
probable that the views there expressed 
might have done no harm, but one cannot 
help giving respectful attention to an opinion 
advanced by Prof. Switig. In the present in- 
stance this is unfortunate, as it appears to 
me at feast that this opinion is based on 
most effoneous grounds and arrives at most 
unjust conclusions, and, coming from such a 
source, I fear au injury will be done, unless 
it can be clearly shown where the Professor 
has erred in judgment. Most respectfully 1 
propose to attempt this. To begin, then, the 
unhappy Stephanie is charged by the Pro- 
féssor with both unchastity and murder. She 
is termed an assasin! Neither of these charges 
is supported by the evidence of one line of 
the dialog or one posture of the actress. 
How any one could become so mixed 
in a plot, whith is as clear as 
daylight, as to lay murder to the 
charge of Stephänte, is to. me simply 
inexplicable. Wuqm has she murdered? 
Whom has she ever attempted to murder? 
What portion of the dialog, or what feature 
in the representation, brands her with un- 
chastity? Surely Stephanie is sufficiently 
wicked without thetaid of these purely super- 
flUuous charges.

Among the 
young men who frequented the house was a 
Corsican. He fell in love with her, and was 
ruined. The Corsican then found that sbe 
was married to the Murquis, and he enter 
the house one nicht, slew the husband.

police interfered. The Corsican was sent to 
the galleys. Atter a time he was given his 
freedom. In the meantime Stephanie seeks 
to abandon her past life, and, through the 
knowledge of a certain secret, saddles her- 
self upon a respectable family in the hope of 

etting a social footing. This family is freed 

rom her presence by the appearance of the 
Corsican, whose thirst for her blood 

is quite as great as it was before 
he went to the galleys, The reverend 
David is shortsighted if he cannot see a 
moral in all this,—that a woman whose early 
life has been stained as Stephanie’s has been 
ean never regain a place of respectability 
in the social economy of things. Her in- 
iquity will ind her out.

REFORM-SCHOOL GROUNDS. 

The proposals for the old Reform-School 
grounds, between Forty-second and Forty- 
third streets, Cottage Grove avente and the 
IIlinois Central Railroad track, embracing 
lots on Drexel boulevard, Ellis avenue, and 
Hyde Park or Lake avenue, were rejected by 
the County Commissioners as inadequate in 
price. Why better bids were not received is 

easily explained in the fact that they were 
subject to the approval of the Commissioners. 
It is now pretty well known that they would 
not accept prices acceptable to speculators. 
If these lots were thrown open to people out- 
side of large capitalists, they would meet with 
a very rapid sale. The whole vicinity from 
Forty-third Street Station to Drexel boule- 
vard is paralyzed, owing to the dead weight 
ofthis Reform-School property. The county 
owes it to the public to put it into 
market as early as possible, 80 this 
waste tract between the city and 
Kenwood can be improved. The county 
will realize much more in immediate in- 
crease of taxable property by having hand- 
some improvements going up on the lots 
than by holding on for an advance. It is 
very doubtful policy for a County Govern- 
ment to hold land on speculation. It is en- 
tirely out of their province. Now, when 
land will sell. Why should not it be sold,—and 
so sold that évery one who has means can 
purchase it? Let it be put up at public 
competition, and it will create as much 
furore as when the John Wentworth tract 
was sold, years ago, near Thirty-fourth 
street. That good prices can be obtained is 
evidenced by the fact that the Bayara estate 
has just sold a large frontage adjoining the 
Reform-School grounds on the north, on 
Lake avenue, Ellis avenue, and Drexel 
boulevard, for $100,000 to W. H. Ferry, John 
V. Farwell, Jr., and Turner & Bond. An 
examination of the map will show that the 
consideration was at the rate of $40a front 
foot on Ellis avenue and $80 on Drexel 
boulevard, and these are wholesale prices.

Two of- 
fice buildings are now in the architects’ 
hands which will involve the dis- 
bursal of nearly half a million 
dollars.

The new Pullman yards will make all the 
brick needed at Pullman, South.Chicago, and 
the neighboring towns. It will be five or six 
weeks before any new brick will come on 
the market. Threats of strikes have also in- 
terfered with the plans of capitalists and 
contractors. But this difficulty is settling it- 
self, and a constant immigration of new labor 
will keep the market steady. Bricklayers 
and masons have agreed upon $3.50 per day; 
but the carpenters, who have no Union or 
other trade 1 all mixed up, 
and will probably ask 83 per day. The ad- 
vance on 1880 will probably not be more than 
20 per cent, but a margin of 5 per cent must 
be allowed for the prevailing uncertainty. 
Among the plumbers wages will range 20 
— cent and material 10 per cent higher than 

ast year. In 1880 plumbers received $2.50 

r day, while this spring they command $3. 

rainage work will cost about the same as 
last year. During the winter the drain-pipe 
men got together and shoved up the prices 
of drain-pipe 5 per cent. Laborers who re- 
ceived $1.75 per day in 1880 will get $2 this 
year. Drain-layers, who in 1880 had $2.50 
per day, will command $2.75. Contractors 
are now paying $8.50 to $11 for brick, 70 to 75 
cents per barrel for lime, $1.25 for Utica and 
Louisville cement, $3.50 per day for brick- 
layers and masons, $2.75 for carpenters, and 
$1.75 for laborers. In the spring of 1880 
brick cost $6 to $6.75 per thousand and in the 
fall $7. Last year ey paid masons and 
bricklayers $3 and laborers $1.50 per day; 
lime cost 60 cents and cement $1.05 per barrel.

BOULEVARDS AND STREETS. 

The Committee on Streets and Alleys, 
South, met Friday to consider the vaca- 
tion of La Salle street for the new Board 
of Trade. The attorney for the Rock Island 
Road submitted a draft of an ordinance, and 
with this there was acontract of dedication 
from all the parties interested in the Tracy 
estate, giving the city a clear title to the 
property. The attorney forthe Tracy heirs 
also promised to give a bond binding the 
Tracy heirs to hold the city harmless. All 
the papers were submitted to the Corpora- 
tion Counsel. 

The North Division, following the example 
of the two other parts of the city, is deter- 
mined to havea boulevard toits park. A 
petition hasbeen presented to the Council 
asking it to authorize the boulevarding of 
Rush street from Lilinois toChicago avenue; 
Chicage avenue from Rush street to Dear- 
born avenue, and Dearborn avenue to Lin- 
coln Park. It has been signed by nearly all 
the property-owners interested. Less than 
500 feet of Dearborn avenue frontage are un- 
represented. Nearly every foot of front 
on Rusn street is represented on the 
petition, and a great deal more than the ma- 
jority of the frontage on Chicago avenue is 
also represented on the petition. The Cath- 
olie Archbishop, in whose name is a good 
deal of property fronting on Chicago avenue, 
—this property including all the block 
bounded by Chicago avenue, Cass, Dearborn 
avenue, and Superior street, and also the St. 
Joseph's Church property, —has signed it 
The defeat of the previous schemes was due 
to the fact that two rival routes were up be- 
fore the Council together, and killed each 
other. In the present movement all these 
conflicting interests have been harmonized. 

The South Park Commissioners have de- 
cided, on account of the failure of the Com- 
mon Council to make an appropriation for 
its part of the work, not to go ahead with 
the improvement of the Michigan avenue 
boulevard between Jackson street and Lake 
Park place. ‘The collector of the Michigan 
avenue assessment is to notify persons who 
have paid the assessment upon property 
north of Lake Park place that the improve- 
ment cannot be prosecuted until the Council 
takes action in the premises, and thatif they 
so elect the money so paid will be refunded 
to them. 

It is proposed to improve the transit facili- 
ties of the northern part of the city by run- 
ning a line of omnibuses from Fullerton 
avenue down Elston road to Noble street, 
thence via Milwaukee avenue’ to the new 
Court-House. The vicinity of the Rolling- 
Mills is well populated, and it is believed 
that a company of this kind would prove to 
be profitable, as well as a great convenience. 

The property-owners along the line of 
North Park avenue have deposited $800 for 
construction of the sewers to the Fullerton 
avenue conduit. 

An ordinance has been passed for the im- 

rovement of Thirty-fifth street, from Grand 

ulevard to Michigan avenue, in a way 
similar to that followed on Michigan avenue, 
except that it is to cost less.

THE BELT ROAD. 

A company has been formed with a cap- 
ital of $5,000,000 to build a belt railroad 
around Chicago. It will be called the Chi- 
cago Belt Transfer Company.“ The Direct- 
ors are Mr. George R. Dunlap, who repre- 
sents the Wabash Line; Mr. J. N. McCub 
loch, of the Pennsylvania Lines; John New- 
ell, of the Lake Shore & Michigan Southern 
Railroad; S. S. Merrill, of the Chicago, Mil- 
waukee & St. Paul Line; Mr. C. L. Bonney, 
ex-Gov. John L. Beveridge, D. O. Strong, C. 
C. Bonney, and W. W. Hill, of the Pan-Han- 
die. The road will start from South Chi- 
cago, and will run around city, connect- 
ing with every railroad that enters it. Prop- 
erty-owners have given the right of way for 
five miles. Some of the companies whose

Gen. McDow@gil’s plan, as stated, is so far 
ahead of the ibilities of the present 
that I think no one could do more than ad- 
mire its flattery for the prospects of Chica- 
go. The plan presented by Ald. Smyth has, 
however, some sirong and practical points 
in its favor.

would be immediate, and as it is a necessary 
part of any plan for a complete purification 
of the river, it would seem to merit early 
and careful consideration. 

The digging of new and independent out- 
lets for each branch of the river, and the fill- 
ing up of the intermediate portion of the 
river, suggests to me the happiest’possible 
solution of another question of almost equal 
if not of greater importance. My idea -is 
that all the railroads ente the city be led 
into the river channel thus deserted, and that 
a great and truly union pepot be built at or 
near the present junction of the North and 
South Branches of the river. This would open 
the way to, and make easy, an excellent sys- 
tem of rapid transit. The railroads could 
be offered such advantages that they could 
be induced to vacate a large portion of the 
land now occupied by them to the great det- 
riment of all property in the vicinity, and 
thus permit an incalculable improvement in 
a very considerable portion of city. 

It seems to me this scheme should re- 
ceive the hearty 4 — and ready support 
of every citizen property-owner of Chi- 
cago, for there is scarcely a single class that 
would not be benefited by its execution. 

No one will doubt for a moment that were 
this novel change made the increased value 
of the city would far more than pay for its 
dost. We might then rival Paris in cleanli- 
ness, and excel any city in the world in 
transit facilities.

HOW TO GET MARRIED NOWA- 
DAYS. 
Harper's Bazar. 

The modern New York wedding is modeled 
on the English style of doing things. The 
old American fashion of the bridemaids with 
attendant cavaliers entering the room or 
church arm in arm is entirely broken up, and 
the gentlemen ushers, who seat the company 
and who manage the business of the wed- 
ding in the church, are compelled to enter 
first, without the solace of a feminine hand 
on the coat-sleeve. 

A bride-elect begins, sometimes three 
morths before her wedding-day, to invite 
her bridemaids, for there are dresses to be 
made and gifts selected. The groom chooses 
his best man and his ushers, of whom there 
are generally six. These gentlemen receive 
from him cravats and scarf-pins, and the 
groom frequently gives each bridemaid a 
locket. The bride often gives each of her 
bridemaids, of whom there are also generally 
six, some small token of her regard; but not, 


as formerly, her dress. Bouquets are al- 
w b provided by the bride for her bride- 
maids, 

The church must be engaged for a fort- 
night ahead to avoid the gloomy cones 
of meeting a funeral coming out, which has 
happened, and which is, of course, depress- 
ing. The clergyman and organist both need 
time to get themselves in order: and the 
florist, who is to decorate the altar with 
fresh-cut flowers and growing plants, also 
needs time; he also should have plenty of 
warning. 

When the happy day arrives the head ush- 
er goes to the church an hour before the time 
to see thata white cord is stretched across 
the aisle, reserving pews enough for the fam- 
ily and particular friends, and to see, in fact, 
that all details are attended to. 

The ushers should bein attendance early 
to seat people in convenient places, and good 
manners and careful attentions, particularly 
to elderly people, make lifelong friends for 
these young gentiemen at the weddings 
where they officiate. When the bride’s 
mother arrives the white cord is dropped, 
and she is taken to the front seat; all the 
family friends take their places near her in 
adjoining pews. 

hen the clergy eome in and take their 
places at the altar, followed by the groom 
and his best man, who have been safely 
guarded in the vestry-room. The groom 
looks down the aisle to watch for his coming 
bride. The organ strikes up the wedding 
march as the first couple of ushers are seen 
entering the church door. They come in 
slowly, two and two, followed by the bride- 
maids, who bear bouquets of one color. 

‘Then the bride enters, leaning on her fa 
ther’s arm. A very pretty and becoming fash- 
ion is for the bride to wear her veil over her 
fuce, throwing it back at the altar; but this is 
a matter of taste. 

The ushers part company, going to the 
right and left. and remain standing on the 
lower step of the altar. The bridemaids 
also move to the right and left, next the altar 
rail, leaving a space for the couple who are to 
be married. The bride is taken by the hand 
by the groom, who receives her from her 
father as she mounts the first step. 

The service then 122 the organ play- 
ing very softly until the prayer, when the 
music stops, and all join in the familiar 
words. ‘Then the bless is given, the 
clergyman congratulates the bride, and the 
yous people turn to leave the church, fol- 
owed by all the bridemaids and ushers in 
reverse order. 

Maids are in waiting in the vestibule to 
cloak the bride and her attendants as they 
come out from this pageant into the cold 
and dangerous air. This is a great ex- 
posure, and often leads to trouble; our 
churches all need larger vestibules. The 
bride and groom return to the house of the 
former, followed as quickly as possible by 
the bridemnaids, and stand to receive their 
friends under a floral bell, or a floral arch, or 
some other petty device. The bridemaids 
are arranged on either side, and the ushers 
(whose place is no sinecure) bring up the 
guests in order to present to the happy pair. 
The bride’s mother, vacating the place of 
hostess for the nonce, stands at the other end 
of the room to talk to her friends, and toalso 
receive their congratulations. Of course her 
own family are allowed to kiss the bride 


first. 

The bride remains at her post an hour and 
a halt, then leaves the room to ascend and 
dress for her bridal tour. She comes down 
in the quiet dress fitted for traveling in this 
country (where the bright blue velvets and 
shiny silks which are used in England for 
bridal trips are not allowed, probably owing 
to the fact that our railway trains are more 
public and less clean than those of the Brit- 
ish Isle), and bids her friends good-by. Get- 
ting into the carriage, followed by the groom, 
the young pair are driven off under a shower 
of rice and slippersfwhich are thrown after 
them for luck. 8 

The wedding presents, which in the houses 
of rich and popular brides are wondrous fine 
and costly, are frequently shown. In New 
York one of Tiffany’s men comes up to ar- 
range them on a large table or series of tables, 
and the silver and gold and diamond orna- 
ments, the sets ot silver, the laces, the china, 
and the gilt ornaments for parlor, the Dres- 
den toilet table sets, the fans, and ‘the clocks 
and lamps, are freely criticised. A plain- 
looking, watchful man in a dark suit stands 
near the diamonds; this is a detective in 
plain clothes who is attend to the safet 
of these valuables, for thieves break throug 
and steal, sometimes even clad in purple and 
fine linon. Some families object to display 
of the presents, and the bride’s intimate 
friends alone are allowed the pleasure of be- 
holding them.

This seems to be indispensable, al- 
though it is to be regretted that the ex- 
pensiveness of modern betrothals and wed- 
dings is keeping many young men from wed- 
ding the girls whom they love. 

Some very Opulent grooms are adopting 
the English fashion of giving three 
rings instead of the diamond solitaire, w den 
are hoovs of diamonds, rubies, and sap- 
phires. These form a qeautiful ornament 
for the third finger of a pretty hand. 

The wedding-ring is still old, strong,

The American, whether man, woman, er 
philosopher, has an invincible repugnance to 
buying cheap seats at the theatre. Economy 


in other things is not considered disgraceful, 
Indeed, in many parts of New England the 
less a man spends the more highly he is rm 
spected. When, however, it is a question of 
going to the theatre, all thoughts of economy 
are put aside. We feel that we should be 
indelibly disgraced were we to sit anywhere 
except in reserved seats in the higher-priced 
parts of the house. If we pay $1, or 31%, 
for a seat, we feel that we have done our 
duty, and for those shameless people who 
pay 25 cents to sit in the gallery we have 
nothing but pity and contempt. 

In the meantime we grudge the money 
which we pay for high-priced seats. There 
are few things which the average man longs 
for more than for free admission to a theatre. 
The man who feels that he cannot afford to 
pay $3 for two seats will often have his 
spirits so raised by the gift of free tickets 
that he will cheerfully spend $10 for 3 
carriage and subsequent supper.

As an incident of the existing rye boom in 
this city, it may be stated that ddvices bave been 
received of the intended shipment of 40,000 bu 
of this grain from Lake Ontario, thus reversing 
the general course of things, to relieve the 
pressure now being felt by the shorts.

During the latter part of last week there was 
quite a vigorous undercurrent of trade in 
clover-seed, which hardly made itself felt at the 
time. but which has since told upon prices to 
some extent. Four cars were sold on Thursday, 
and twoon Friday, not reported at the time, the 
seed being bought on Eastern orders. 

Saturday was the first day of real spring, 
whatever the almanac-makers may say or de- 
cide. The temperature was pleusant and the 
skies clear all over the Northwest. 

A letter frum Jefferson, La., says: 

If the weather was made to order you could 
not improve it. Should it continue tili Monday 
farmers will begin seceding. Saow is all off fall 
plowing, and is drying very fast. Farmers io 
this part of the country have not been anxious 
about the spring at any time. I th.nk it is the 
speculating gentlemen who have so much con- 
cern about the prospects of the deur farmers. 

The following is from a Havre (France) letter, 
dated April 2:

hog meat.“ Assistaut-Secretary-of-the-Treas- 
ury Girard, who was here, said he would remedy 
the matter, and expressed himself as satisfied 
about the inspection of meats; but his first step 
on bis return to Paris was to remove the In- 
spéectors of Havre and put ina new lot from 
Paris. Out of thirty-three cases of long clears 
they passed five which contained trichine. This 
was a beautiful beginning for the (new) Inspect- 
ors! Every one knows there is no sucb quanti- 

ty of tricbinusis meat as they make it out to be, 
Certainly not one bog in u thousand is affected 
‘with trichintw. Of course, we have no weapons 
as against the Administration. The decree will 
probably not be rescinded at present.

While entertaining the bope of a speedy read- 
jJustment of rates by the great trunk lines, gar- 
riers seem now to be prepared to accept much 
lower figures than were demanded several weeks 
ago. The unsettied state of their views, how- 
ever, renders it utterly impossible to venture a 
guess as to the probable rates of the future.

@HAT THEY HAVE ACHIEVED IN THE Eh- 
LIGIOUS WORLD.

Doubt is to the soul what salt and waves 


are to the sea. In doubt we have “the po-

tency and promise” of every kind of prog-

Doubt is an intellectual act. It is the in- 
tellect sitting in judgment upon the past an 
the present. ‘The mischief of doubt is that it 
is apt to run into denial. and thus destroy 
both belief and spirituality. This, however, 
isan abuse of true function of doubt. 
While doubt should at all times be used as a 
check upon credulity, the same as we use 
common sense as a check upon excessive 
speculation or the over-refinements of logic, 
it should never be allowed to interfere with 
that instinct of worship thatis inseparable 
from every human soul and dwells in every 
human bosom. The human race loves mu- 
sic, andno amount of speculation upon the 
musical scale or the philosophy and metaphys- 
ics of music can ever supersede those popu- 
lar and great outbreaks of this musical in- 
stinct that come as unbidden as the sweet 
south windsin springtime. How puny and 
Idle all that has been written about music 
before such spontaneous and untraceable 
bursts of music as the Marseilles hymn, or 
“Olid John Brown,” or. Tramp. Tramp, 

Boys are Marching,” or “Nearer, my 
God, to thee.” So with worship. Upon no 
oceasion whatever should it be checked or 
suppressed by doubt. It is as natural for the 
human heart to go out to God and Christ in 
love, worship, and gratitude as it is to 
breathe. If our spirituality is low. and 
subtle doubt fills the heart with bitterness: 


If Faith is dry 

And men the flies of latter spring 

That lay their eggs, and sting and sting, 

Aud weave their petty cells und die; 
then comes as its cure the grand yet simple 
words of Christ, “Obey and ye shall know 
of the doctrines whether they be ot God.” 

Doubt has its limitations. ‘These limita- 
tions are the limitations of the human mind. 
There are thousands of subjects that the hu- 
man mind has no adequate organs to grap- 

le. Many subjects defy proof. 1 doubt if 

's existeuce is capable of logical or ab- 
stract proof. emp =f and science deal 
with created things; God, being the Uncre- 
ated, is beyond their grasp. God's existence 
is a first truth, the same as the existence of 
matter and ourselves. To doubt those three 
great first truths—matter, man, and God— 
is a mistake, perhaps intellectual 
suicide, Whatever is fairly within 
the jurisdiction of the intellect; whatever 
the human mind has the requisit apparatus 
to investigate, isa legitimate subject both for 
the forerunner, doubt, and the messenger, 
investigation. There are some qhestions, 
however, that the human mind has no ade- 
quate powers to solve. For example, immor- 
tality. Here the true rule, as jt seems to me, 
is to dismiss our doubts and—trust. Doubt 
is the pathway that leads unto the gates of 
faith. Doubt ought not to be made a weapon 
to batter down that beautiful gate. Because 
a dug cannot comprehend a man’s thoughts 
and ways, shall, therefore, that bug deny the 
existence of that juicy fact that has afforded 
him so many a savory meal? 

Is there a cure for doubt? For solvable 
doubts the cure is discussion, observation, 
reason, justas the cure for democracy is 
more democracy. Doubt is Nature's anti- 
dote for credulity, and as an antidote it is 
invaluable. But an antidote is a poor diet. 
Men can no more live upon antidotes than 
upon 23 — As to our unsolvable doubts, 
the cure is Duty, Patience, and Trust. 


If thou couldst trust, poor soul, 

In Him wo rules the whole,

then, is both legitimate and useful. 

Blessed be the church that has honest doubt 
ers in its midst! Blessed be the man that is 
never without a doubt on his soul! It is a 
painful process, this doubting. It is God’s 
plowshare driving through the worthless 
roots weeds to the end that a crop of 
golden or may be made to grow in the 
neglected field. The first recorded seene that 
is given us in our Savior’s life after His baby- 
hood is that of an eager boy of 12 in the tem- 
ple among the doctors, “both hearing and 
answering questions.“ The last scene that 
St. Matthew gives us is in these inexpressi- 
bly beautiful words:

them by the beloved Master: died the 
heroic deaths of martyrs, and now belong to 
me goodly fellowship of the apostles.” 
Did the Master reproach the doubters? Did 
He discriminate between thein and the wor- 
shipers?

ELIOT’S INDIAN BIBLB. 
A BOOK WHICH ONLY ONE PERSON CAN NOW 
READ. 
New York Sun. 

“ Wuppetesittukqussunnoowehtunkquoh ” 
is the longest word printed in the first Bible 
ever published in America. It is to be found 
at Mark i., 40, and signifies “ kneeling down 
to Him.” It is in the language of the Natick 
Indians, an extinct New England tribe, and 
only one person living can read their Bible. He 
is Mr. J. H. bull, of Hartford. The In- 
dian title is“ Wusku Wuttestamentum Nul- 
Lordumna Jesus Christ Nuppoquoh wus Sua- 
eneumun,” but itis better known as Eliot’s 
Indian Bibie. It was printed in Cambridge 
in 1661 by the “ Commissioners of the United

nted first, and it required 
nish the 
dian printer who 
the work, and who 
well. There were 365 reams of paper u 
printing the Bible, the cost of it ranging from 
60 to 70 shillings a sheet. The sight of the 
work made old Cotton Mather exclaim: * Be- 
hold, ye Americans, the greatest honor that 
ever you were partakers of! This is the only 
Bible that ever was printed in all America, 
the very foundation of the world.“ 
English poration t — — — ty Ban 
sh co to superinten prin 
ing of the Old Testament. Uvon the subject 
of prin the work, the corporation wrote, 
May 7, 1659: “ We conceive it will not onely 
be acceptable unto God, bat very prolittable 
to the poor heathen, and will much tend to 
the promotion of the sperituall part of this 
worke amongst them.“ 

Twenty copies of the Bible were printed 
with a dedication to King Charles II. Very 
few of them are in existence. In 1868 Mr. 
Joseph Sabin paid $1,150 for a copy, which 
was the highest price that had ever been 
paid for a kin this country at that date. 
A duplicate copy in the ion of Mr. 
Henry C. Murphy, of Brooklyn, cost him $5. 
When he was Minister to the Hague he 

icked up the prize upon a book-stall in Lon- 

on, where its value was not known. The 
copy that sold for $1,150 in 1868 was a dupli- 
cate from the Budician Library at Oxford, 
and reached this country in 1862, seeking a 
urchaser at $1,000. It wes purchased by 
Mr. Bruce, and, upon the dispersion of his 
library, Mr. Sabin bought it for Mr. John A. 
Rice, of Chicago. The price paid made a 
sensation among bibliophiles. After the 
purchase had been completed it was dis- 
covered that the leaf of “contents” was 
wanting. Fortunately, however, an imper- 
fect copy of the Bible happened to be acces- 
sible from which the needed leaf was ob- 
tained, and Mr. Rice was made happy by the 
acquisition of what he imagined to be a per- 
fect copy of Eliot’s Indian Bible. In 1870, at 
the sale of Mr. Rice’s collection, the book was 
bought by Mr. Bouton, who sold it to Mr. 
William Menzies. Mr. Menzies discovered 
the leaf of contents inserted by Mr. Rice 
was that belonging to the second edition. He 
replaced it with a genuine leaf from an im- 
perfect copy of the first edition, then in his 
possession. Mr. Menzies paid $1,007.74 for 
this copy. and at his sale it was purchased by 
by Mr. John J. Cooke, of Providence, for 
$900,—the change in price being due, in a 
degree, to the change in the value of gold,— 
— Ir. Cooke now possesses the book. 
Being what is known as a“ Royal Copy be- 
cause of its dedication to the King, it is rare. 

The late George Brinley, of Hartford, had 
no less than seven copies of the Eliot Bible— 
one for every day in the week. One of them 
had belonged to Jonathan Edwards, and 
another to Gov. Stoughton. The prize copy 
of the lot, which was once the crowning 
glory of John Allan's great 12 is one 
containing the dedication, To the high and 
mighty Prince Charles.“ and much interest 
exists among the lovers of rare books to see 
what price this will fetch at the sale this 
week. The Allan copy has a reputation of 
its owu. At the head of the title is the partly 
defaced autograph of Sir William Ashhurst, 
who was a prominent member (and became 
Governor) of the Corporation for Propagat- 
ing the Gospel in New England. Its English 
title is within a border of printers’ urna- 
ments of the acorn pattern, and the Indian 
title to the New Testament has a border of 
lozenge-shaped ornaments made of B in toy f 
marks. The copy was found in England, 
and isn the original smooth, dark blue mo- 
rocco binding, the sides filleted and panel 
gilt, with gilt edges, 

While the first edition is more attractive 
to collectors of rare Americana, the second 
is more valuable to the studentof the Amer- 
ican languages and the general philoldgist, 
because it is revised andcorrected. The title 
for both the Testaments is as follows: 

»Mamusse Wunneelupanatamme Up-Bib- 
lum God, paneesure nukkono Testament 
kah wonk, usku Tesoament. Ne quosh- 
kinnumuk nashpe Wuttineumah Christ noh 
asaowesit John Eliot, Nahohtoen onethotoe 
Printenovmuk Cambridge, _ Printenoop 
nashpe Samuel Greén MDCLXXXY.” 

Gov. Stoughton’s copy, which bears his 
autograph as well as that of its subsequent 
owner, the Rev. John Danforth, who mar- 
ried Gov. Stoughton’s niece, shows no evi- 
dence of use exceptin the first few leaves. 
Johnathan Edwards’ copy is finely bound, 
but by the binder’s mistake the catechism, 
which should have been bound at the end 
of the volume, is placed after the Old Testa- 
ment, This catechism was translated by Mr. 
Trumbull, the only living master of the Na- 
tick language, for presentation to the owners 
of the tewcopies of the Bible. The John 
Allan copy is inclosed in a Solander case of 
maroon morocco, lettered in gilt. 

The whole of Eliot’s translation was writ- 
ten with but one pen, “which pen,“ says 
Cotton Mather, had it not been lost, would 
have certainly deserved a richer case than 
was bestowed upon that pen with which Hol- 
land writ the translation of Plutarch.” When 
this Bible was premies New England was a 
wilderness, and was teeming with a great In- 
dian population. Eliot wasa religious en- 
thusiast, and he was urged on to the transla- 
tion of the Bible by appeals from King Phili 
for books to read. When he began the work 
the printing of a pamphiet was a work of 
great importance, and as a monument of ab- 
original philology this Bible has, it is con- 
ceded, never been equaled, notwithstanding 
the eiforts of the missionary societies for the 
last 220 years to Christianize the Indians. 


AN INFIDEL’S THEORY. 
CHRIST A MYTH AND APOLLONIUS THK MAN. 
There are, says the New York correspond- 
ent of the St. Louis Republican, several in- 
fidel clubs in this city, composed of lawyers 
and others, who support each other’s lack of 
faith by essays, theses, and demonstrations. 
Observing that a member of one of these was 
peculiarly radical, and that he even affected 
to discard the Anno Domini in writing his 
letters, I took occasion to find out something 
of his reasoning, and in brief 1 discovered 
his reasoning to be about this: That Jesus 
of Nazareth was a myth, and that the person 
in history from whose life the story that is 
given to us by St. Matthew was drawn was 
one Apollonius of Tyna, whose biography 
was written by Flaccus Philostratus; that 
Philostratus was purposely kept in the 
shadow by the manipulators of history. so 
that he would not be placed in the front 
ranks, and that St. Matthew copied from his 
life of Apollonius enough to make up 
the story of Jesus. Philostratus,” said the 
infidel, appears in the biographical! diction- 
ary. St. Matthew does not, and he probably 
would never have. been heard of had his 
name not been appended to the Gospel legend. 
Philostratus, although a contemporary 
writer, does not so much as mention the name 
of Jesus Christ or the Christians. Apollonius 
taught by allegories and framed a gospel 
and creed. He came before Christ and per- 
formed the miracle of stilling the storms, and 
many similar feats attributed to Jesus. Now 
St. Matthew fails to give any account of 
Jesus from the age df 12 to the age of 30. 
hed is this? Because the life of Apollonius as 
published then did not contain any account 
of his life from his youth until he was 30, at 
which time be was wandering in India. The 
chronicle of it was made by Darius, a disci+ 
ple, and was lost. It was not found again 
until after St. Matthew had written his 
Gospel. Hence we have but fifteen years 
of the career of Jesus, which is said to have 
extended over thirty-three. If this man- 
uscript journal of Darius had fallen 
into the hands of the Gospel plagiarist I 
dare say there would be no hiatus in the 
Gospel life of Christ. The Four Gospels are 
defective where the original manuscript was 
defcctive, and they are in greatest harmony 
and most agree where they faithfully imi- 
tate the story of Apollonius, which was 
without doubt the original Greek from which 
Gospel was translated. This is, there- 
fore, the year 1881 of our Lord Apollonius, 
instead of our Lord Jesus Christ.” Thus 
the “clever magician Apollonius,” “the 
agan Christ of first century,“ is made 
y substitution to do historical service to the 
infidels for Jesus, and the spirit of unbelief 
was so strong upon the theorist, whose 
curious bent I have thus outlined as acu- 
riosity of belief, that after building up this 
speculative structure confided to me in 
his opinion Apollonius was the greatest old 
fraud that ever lived. Putt together all 
this and much more that he said, I concluded 
that he believed that no old Stoic or Greek 
— 82 ever the man that Robert 
gersoll is,

CO-OPERATION. 


Some Interesting Facts About the 
**Rochdale Equitable Pioneers” of 
Eagland—Reasons Why Co-Opera- 
tion Should Be Successfulin Chicago. 

To the Editor of The Chicago Tribune. 
Carcaco, April 16.—It was with much in- 
terest-that lreadin Tux Tripune recently 
that a codperative society had been started 
in Chicage, to be conducted on the principles 


ofthe “Rochdale Equitable Pioneers” of 


England, which, by au authentic report, I 
find was commenced in the year 18H by 
twenty-eight men who jointly raised a capi- 
tal of $140 and began their own store 
business (none of whom then imagined that 
the Society would ever reach its present mag- 
nitude). The Society opened their present 
Central Stores, in Rochdale, England, in the 
year 180% It was then found that they hada 
capital of $2,440,175, a membership of 10,429, 
the sales on the last quarter amounting to 
$322,785; profits on the same, $06,585, and 
appropriated as follows: Interest on mem- 
bers’ capital at 5 pencent per annum, $17,370; 
to dividend ou members’ purchases, $46,270: 
to educational fund, $1,225; balance, 31,520, 
to the reserve fund (this being a second al- 
lowance). 

The Bockety has, besides its own central 
premises, eighteen or twenty branch stores 
in and around the Town of Rochdale, with a 
large amount invested in house property; 
each branch is well supplied with a news- 
room and reference library. At the central 
store is to be found an extensive reference 
library, also a circulating library of upwards 
of 14,000 volumes, all of which are open daily 
and free to members and their children. 

As a coéperator of one of the London so- 
cieties for many years, I am familiar with 
the principles and advantages of codperanon 
as there carried out; and while living some 
years iu this country, I have often felt much 
surprise that such codperation had not been 
largely adopted by the working artisan and 
salaried classes of the great American cities. 

The large and powerful codperative socie- 
ties of London had their origin, as is well 
known, in the circumstance of a few civil- 
service clerks codperating together by sub- 
scribing an equal amount of money and 
therewith buying a chest of tea at 
wholesale and en dividing the same 
among them; the result was so satis- 
factory, both as to cost and quality, 
that they at once extended the plan to the 
purchasing of as many of their Supplies as 
could be practically done, as well as extend- 
ing the privilege to as many of their col- 
leagues in the service as could be convenient- 
ly admitted. Only a few months elapsed 
however, when the wisdom and necessity of 
starting a coSperative store was so plain and 
urgent that the organization thereof was 
speedily and easily accomplished, and to-day 
the men who thus bought their tea on the 
same principle buy nearly every supply,— 
food, raiment, medicine, house furniture, 
fuel and light, horse and carriage, insurance, 
etc., besides becoming, by tneir cobperation, 
wholesalers and manufacturers. 

From my observation in many large cities 
in this country Lam of opinion there is none 
in the Union where codperation ought to be 
more successful than in Chicago; the thou- 
sands of working men, artisans, clerks, and 
assistants of every kind, who are devoting 
their energies, time, and skill for the low rate 
of compensation so generally given by em- 
ployers in this city, and who have no 
chance of ever getting an greater 
share of the magnificent profits accruing 
largely through energies, to the 
capital of their employers, now have an ap- 
portunity to aid in the development ot a 
ey which will bring them an immediate 

netit, and the ultimate acquisition of many
